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POLAND AWAKENING 


New Sympathy for Jews 


FELLOW-VICTIMS OF NAZI 
TERROR 


Consoling Each Other 


Warsaw Jewry, despite all its sufferings, is finding new 
encouragement in the changed attitude on the part of 
“ the Pole in the street.” The effects of the anti-Semitic 
regime of the Skladkowski Government were still 
evident during the first weeks of Nazi occupation. The 
average Pole sought to console himself for the disasters 
that had befallen the Polish people by enjoying his 
new slavish licence to show greater hatred of the Jews. 

The Polish mob was at first, therefore, of great help 
to the Nazis in their anti-Semitic measures. The attitude 
of the ordinary Pole towards a Jew in a tram or in a 
queue was as a rule far from friendly, and many Poles 
took part in, or at any rate showed their enjoyment of, 
the Nazi tortures of the Jews. 


A Change for the Better 


But this attitude has recently undergone a change for 
the .better. Even the most uncritical-minded Pole 
to-day realises better the real purpose of Nazi Jew- 
baiting. The evolution of this process was much 
speedicr in the provinces than in Warsaw, where the 
efiects of the ruthless Nazi extermination policy directed 
against the Poles were less apparent than, for example, 
in Western Poland. 

The complete suspension of the Polish Press and the 
ban on wireless sets were responsible for the fact that 
this process of enlightenment was somewhat delayed. 
More and more, however, the atrocities committed by 
the Nazis against the Poles in Warsaw itself have been 
an eye-opener. In addition, the Poles in Warsaw have 
now had many occasions of seeing with their own eyes 
the Western Polish victims of Nazi barbarities, includ- 
ing women and children, expelled from their native 
towns at an hour's notice under terrible conditions. 
They can now see quite clearly that there is little difler- 
ence between the -treatment meted out to Jews and 
Poles. 

Anti-Semitism Unmasked 


Another reason for this welcome change of heart 
was the recent wave of arrests of prominent Poles, 
some of whom, although known for their anti-Semitic 
feelings, nevertheless refused to collaborate with the 
Nazis. Among those arrested are many well-known 
lawyers, including the former President of the Polish 
Lawyers’ Association, M. Nowodworski, a prominent 
member of the anti-Semitic Endek Party. 

The illegal propaganda being carried out by Polish 
Socialists by means of leaflets unmasking the real aims 
of the Nazi anti-Jewish campaign helps to deepen the 
new understanding. It is a daily occurrence now, when- 
ever Jews and Poles meet in Warsaw, for them to 
encourage and console each other. “Let us persevere 
and endure the present hardships,” is the usual purport 
of their greetings, “ better times are sure to come,”

WAR DECORATIONS AND 
PROMOTIONS 


Deeds that Shatter Anti- 
Semitic Lies 


[From our Correspondent —Paris} 


Joseph Kessel, the well-known French Jewish airman 
and writer, has been awarded the Medaille Militaire 
M. Kessel, who ts a Russian Jew, achieved considerable 
fame through his books “Equipage.” “Coeurs Purs,” 
“ Rois Aveugles.” “ Nutts de Prince.” and “ Mermoz.” 
In the war of 1914-18 he voluntecred and was decorated 
in 1916, as an air-squadron observer, with the Croix de 
Guerre. He was twice mentioned in the Order of the 
Day and promoted to the rank of sub-licutenant. 
In August, 1939, he rejoined his corps, and was later 
appointed war correspondent of Paris-Soir. For some 
time he was an active supporter of the French Ort, 
the organisation for retraining Jews. 

A member of a family of distinguished soldiers, 
Corporal Jean-Pierre Sée, has died fighting as a hatson 
officer with the British forces. He was posthumously 
awarded the Croix de Guerre, with palms. The mention 
in the Order of the Day reads: “ A model of fidelity, 
courage and devotion. Always volunteering for perilous 
missions. Attached at his own request to a post held 
by Franco-Brittsh forces, he fell with his face to the 
enemy while defending his post with success.” 

Jean-Pierre Sée was the son of Captain Raymond 
Sée (who fell in the last war), grandson of Division- 
Commander General Léopold Scée, and nephew of 
Colonel Fernand Sée.. Two other grandsons of this 
prominent soldier, children of his daughter, Mme Enos, 
were killed in action in the last wai 


“ Great Courage and Absolute Devotion ” 


Sergeant Eugene Gaudin, of the 8th Zouave Regi- 
ment, a Paris Jew, has also been awarded the Croix 
de Guerre. The mention reads as follows: “ Inftorma- 
tion sub-oflicer, of great courage and absolute devotion, 
did important work on a very perilous post; a volunteer 
for patrols im enemy territory, he has brought precious 
information.” 

Quartermaster-Sergeant Pierre Bloch, a Deputy in the 
French Chamber from the department of Aisne, has 
been promoted to the rank of sub-lieutenant and 
attached to a regiment of Colonial Artillery. M. Max 
Dacosta, a graduate of the Ecole Polytechnique, has been 
promoted to the rank of Captain of Artillery. M. 
Michel Frois, of the Cavalry School of Saumur, has 
been appointed Second Lieutenant of Cavalry. He ts 
a son of M. André Frois, former Deputy Mayor of 
Bayonne, and a grandson of M. Armand Gommeés, 
President of the Jewish Consistory in that town. M. 
Jean Posso has been promoted to the rank of Second- 
Lieutenant of Artillery. 


L.LC.A,’s 10,000 Jewish Soldier Viembers 


The Ligue Internationale Contre le Racism (better 
known as the L.LC.A.), headed by M. Bernard Lecache, 
has replied to an allegation by the anti-Semite Charles 
Maurras in the ACTION FRANCAISE that Jews are not 
“doing their bit” by pointing out that 10,000 of its 
Jewish members are on active service. A further 20,000 
Jews who are not followers of the L.1.-C.A. are at the 
front or in the military zone; and 40,000 aliens, Jews and 
non-Jews. who are adherents or friends of the L.LC.A.,, 
are in the various foreign legions.

VITAL EXPORT TRADE 


How Refugees Could Help 
Britain 


In recent days two Cabinet Ministers, Sir Samuel 
Hoare and Mr. Oliver Stanley, have stressed the para- 
mount importance of developing Britain's export trade. 
“It (the export trade) is important,” Mr. Stanley said, 
“not because it adds to the profit of our industry or 
hecause it gives employment to certain people or 
because it maintains a link which will be of com- 
mercial value to us when the war ends. It ts something 
more than that: it is a vital element in our war effort.” 

Refugees, writes a JEWisH CHRONICLE representative, 
can play a big part in this aspect of the Government's 
war effort. There are many refugees in this country 
from Central Europe who are perfectly acquainted with 
the Balkan market, for instance. They know, as one 
person told me, what the Turkish or Bulgarian woman 
wears in the spring of summer as well as the English 
manufacturer knows his local market. The trouble is 
that they have not the capital to set up in_ business. 


It might well repay the Government, through — the 

Ministry of Economic Watltare, to consider the use 
which might be made of these refugees. 
A Key To Export Markets 

Further, although these refugees have no money, 

they still have goodwill. I have learned of cases 


where the Hitler Government has traded on this good- 
will by retamimg the name of the firm for business 
purposes, although the owner has gone into exile. 

| have obtained further instances of refugees giving 
employment to formerly unemployed Britishers. At 
Treforest in Wales, for instance, three refugees took 
over a factory which was going into liquidation. It 
manufactured wet batteries. The owner was paid a 
good price, was given an interest in the business, and 
within two weeks forty local people were being 
employed. It ts hoped soon to increase this number 
to eighty. Another aspect of this occurred in the glove 
industry, where friction was caused by refugees because 
they insisted on paying higher wages than the general 
rates!

meeting received with interest a report from Mr. Anthony de 
Rothschild of the circumstances leading up to the appeal then 
about to be issued by the Central Council for Jewish Refugees. 
ib) From Poland: The President undertook at the request of 
ihe Committee to prepare a memorandum on the situation in 
regard to the elief of refugees from Poland in countries 
adjacent to Poland and in this country, for consideration by 
the Committee at its next meeting with a view to an eventual 
appeal to the Community. (c) The Auxiliary Military Pioneer 
Corps: At the request of the Central Council for Jewish 
Refugees, the Committee considered various aspects of ques- 
tions relating to the recruitment of refugees in this country 
in the Auxihary Military Pioneer Corps. 

Various questions affecting Jews in the Forces were con- 
sidered, in particular the provision of Chaplaincy Services. In 
regard to this matter, a question and answer in the House of 
Commons (reported in “ Parliament ” on page 8) was noted. 


Open-Air Meetings 


Upon reference from the Defence Commitice, the Committee 
considered and approved of the view taken by the Defence 
Committee that open-air meetings should be resumed at certain 
places. 

Upon reference from the Law. Parliamentary, and General 
Purposes Committee, the Executive Committee considered and 
expressed its agreement with the recommendation of that Com- 
mittee that the triennial elections due to take place between 
May 8 and June 15 of this year shall be proceeded with as usual 
and in the manner laid down by the Constitutron. 

The Executive Committee also considered and approved the 
proposal referred to it by the Law, Parliamentary, and General 
Purposes Committee, that that Committee should set up a Sub- 
Committee to inquire into the method of representation on the 
Board and the related question of ihe Board's finance. 

The Committee gave preliminary consideration to the means 
of increasing the Board's financial resources and the engage- 
ment of additional personnel to meet the varying needs of the 
extended activities of the Board. These included the work of 
the Joint Foreign Committee and essential tasks mm connection 
with evacuation. 

Correspondence on the question of the provision of kasher 
meat under the rationing system was considered and referred 
to the Shechita Committee. 


Relations With Standing Committees 


They would see, said Professor Brodetsky. that the Com- 
mittee had already taken up its duties with considerable 
energy. One important question in regard to the functioning 
of the Executive Committee had been that of the relations 
between the Committee and the other Standing Committees 
of the Board. He thought that one could look forward 
with considerable confidence to fmendly relations and co- 
operation between them. 

In the discussion, Mr. Harry SamMvuets (Nelson Street 
Sphardish) said it was gratifying to see that the Committee 
had been acting in co-operation with various Committees 
of the Board. But he noticed that all the actions reported 
were matters which came within the purview of the various 
Committees, and he hoped that the Executive Committee 
would take the largest view of tts responsibilities and regard 
itself mot merely as a reference Committee from various 
other Committees of the Board, but as a planning committee. 

The President made it clear that he did not claim that the 
Executive Committee had already proved a success. He 
had merely spoken, he said, of the omens as they were at 
the present moment. Although from the report the impres- 
sion might be created that the work of the Committee 
consisted largely of references from other Committees, that 
was im fact not the case. He doubted very much whether 
any considerable fraction of the time was taken up with 
matters referred from other committees. He entirely agreed 
with Mr. Samuels that the main function of the Committee 
would be to plan, to think of the future, and to prepare 
for the very important duties which would fall upon this 
Board as representing the Community, in the future. 


Replying to a question whether the Auxiliary ow pe 


Pioneer Corps had been formed or was being formed witl 
the consent of the Government, Professor Brodetsky said it 
had been formed by the Government, 

Answering a question about the appeal for refugees from 
Germany and Poland, the President said with regard to 
Polish Jewry that the memorandum referred to in the 
relevant paragraph (printed above) would be submitted to 
the next meeting of the Executive, at which steps would 
be considered for an eventual appeal to the Community. 
if such an appeal was launched it would be under the 
official auspices of the Community. 

The question of Jewish peace aims was raised by Dr. J. 
MacHover (United Workmen's) and the President replied 
that the Executive Committee was appointed for the pur 
of dealing with all questions which might arise out of the 
war. Therefore the question of the Jewish position when 
peace came would be the most important problem the 
Executive Committee would have to deal with. It was 
obvious that the Executive could not at its first meeting 
settle down to discuss peace aims. But in fact, the task of 
the Executive Committee would be to act as a co-ordinating 
Committee from the point of view of the Joint Foreign 
Committee and the Palestine Committee as well as to work 
out itself the whole procedure with regard to the prepara- 
tions for the Peace Conference. The Executive Committee 
had already been discussing this matter at its last meeting. 

Ihe report was adopted. 


Triennial Elections to be Held 


Mr. A. S. DiamMonp (West London), Chairman of the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee, moved the report of 
that Committee. In the course of it a recommendation was 
submitted to hold the triennial elections, referred to in 
the Executive Committee report, and it was announced that 
a sub-committee had been set up to inquire into the system 
of representation on the Board and the connected question 
of the basis of the Board's finances, 

It is hoped (went on the report) that the Finance Com- 
mittee will appomt two additional members of the sub- 
committee. The members appointed by the Law, Parlia- 
mentary, and General Purposes Committee are: the Chair- 
man of the Committee: the President of the Board; Mr. 
Neville Laski. K.C.; the Solicitor; and the Secretary; with 
power to co-opt. 

Part of a report from the Public Relations Officer, con- 
sidered and approved, referred to the work of the Central 
Jewish Committee for Problems of Evacuation, which has 
convened a conference to consider the question of providing 
for the full observance of Passover in as many reception 
areas as possible, and making some observance of Passover 
available to’ every Jewish child evacuated. 


“ Traffic” in Representation 


In the discussion, Mr. Percy Conen, C.B.E. (Association 
of Jewish Frendly Societies), referring to the paragraph on 
representation on and finances of the Board, said that a 
practice had grown up which had almost amounted to a 
“traffic ° in regard to representation and the acquisition of 
seats. It was a matter which had been raised over and over 
again. tie hoped, therefore, that the Sub-Committee would 
take this particular point seriously into consideration. He 
thought there ought to be more stringent rules drawn up 
for the actual election of Deputies by the constituent bodies. 
He thought also that the representation of the Board could 
be improved in very many directions and that youth was 
very much under-represented, 

A statement was made by Mr. M. Gorpon LIVERMAN. 
J.P. (Dublin United), the recently elected Chairman of the 
Jewish Defence Committee, on the Committee’s work.

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Picciotto, K.C., especially as Chairman of the Defence Com- 
mittee. To Mr. Picciotto, he said, public work had been the 
very essence of his being, and no aspect of public life 
appealed to him more than fighting for the cause of his 
people. They had suffered indeed grievously by the untimely 
removal from this scene of an orator, a true son of Israel 
and a devoted servant of his people. : 

Regarding Open-air meetings, Mr. Liverman said they 
hoped that in the course of a few days they would have them 
actively in being. They would be limited to begin with to 
those areas in which their enemies were most active. 

Four new leaflets had been added to their ever-len thening 
list. Two of those were of particular moment, for they 
dealt specifically with the charges which formed the burden 
of the truly wicked allegations that the Jews or that the 
“international finance” which those people regarded as 
synonymous with Jewry were responsible for the initiation 
or continuance of the war. He once more emphasised the 
vital necessity of obtaining as wide a circulation as possible 
of this literature, and asked Deputies and others to assist 
them in that very simple but most vital form of co-operation. 
_ Replying to a number of questions, Mr. Liverman said 
it was not proposed to resuscitate the London Area Council 
until they knew how far they intended to go with regard to 
open-air speaking. 

Definite arrangements, he said, were being made to revive 
and strengthen in every way the Trades Committees which 
were originally setup. As far as the vigilance aspect of their 
work was concerned, they proposed to do all they could to 
strengthen the Committees and keep them in being. 

The report was carried. 

Mr. Leonarp J. Stein (Anglo-Jewish Association) pre- 
sented the report of the Joint Foreign Committee. The 
report dealt with the position of the Jews in the various 
Central European countries. 

It also stated: 

The Committee considered a programme of work submitted 
to it under the headings of (a) the compilation of material and 
information, (b) the formulation of views based thereon, and 
(c) the eflective submission of such information and views to 
the competent quarters, i.c., the authorities that will have the 
task of shaping the new world order after the war. 

Proposals were. made and approved for the engagement of 
suitable personnel to undertake the compilation of the necessary 
material. 


Polish Government's Attitude 


Mr. Nevitte J. Lasxt, K.C. (Spanish and Portuguese), 
said he had no doubt that the most careful attention would 
be given to the report issued by the Provisional Polish 
Government on the atrocities in Nazi-occupied Poland, and, 
in particular, regard would be had to the circumstances as 
to whether or not adequate attention had been paid by the 
Provisional Polish Government to the Jewish aspect of the 
question, particularly in view of the great doubts over its 
attitude towards the rights of Jews. (Applause.) 

There had been a long history of dissatisfaction with the 
treatment of Jews in the Republic of Poland that was formed 
after the last war, he continued, and if there was to be a 
satisfactory accord between Jews of Polish origin and 
citizenship and others the Polish Government would have to 
do a great deal more than it had done in the past and was 
doing at the present moment. (Applause.) Bland state- 
ments issued from time to time by individual members of 
the Polish Government would not be a satisfactory feature 
of the position. 

\fre. LEONARD STEIN assured the Board that the delicate 
matter on which Mr. Laski had spoken would continue to 
engage their very careful attention. The Board wouid 
recognise that those associated with the work of the Joint 
Foreign Committee, in anything they said about those 
matters, were bound to exercise a considerable measure of 
restraint. Let them not forget that there were substantial 
elements. behind the new Polish Government who genuinely 
desired the reconstruction of Poland on a more truly liberal 
basis than the Poland of the recent past. There was some- 
thing to build upon. 

Phe PRESIDENT said the problem of what was happening 
to the Jews of Poland at the present moment was one on 
which it was very difficult to bring direct influence. On the 
other hand. it could be of very great importance from the 
point of. view of the future relations between Jews and Poles 
in a reconstructed Poland. They had to do all they could to 
make known to the world what was happening to the Jews 
there and to bring to the notice of the Polish Government 
what was happening and what consequences this had tn 
regard to future relations. He wanted to make it clear that 
the view expressed by Mr. Stein did not indicate inaction 
but rather the manner in which the action was to be taken. 

The report was adopted. 


“HUMANITY’S DEBT TO JEWS” 
Refugees a Source of Strength 


“The word ‘ Jew” does not represent a race at all— 
it is doubtful if there is such a thing as race left in the 
world any longer; it represents a religion,” said the Rev. 
J. Alexander Findlay, lecturer in New Testament at 
Manchester University. at St. Ann’s Church, 
Manchester last week. His subject was “Our Debt to 
the Jews.” | 

Was it not time. he asked, that we stopped making these 
people the scapegoat for our sins? Of three peoples, 
two great and one little. the Romans, the Greeks, and the 
Jews. only the Jews had survived. Great empires had 
perished, but this little people, alone of the other little 
peoples related to them, remained. If there was a miracle 
in human history, that was it. 

In a day when there was almost 4s many refugees as 
to-day Israel took the stranger 1n, and by and by became 
the most mixed people of the ancient world. There was 
their strength. “It would be our strength if we were wise 
enough to take in ali the refugees that come. : 

It might be, he concluded, that the fate of the British 
Empire depended upon how we treated this people who 
were strangers amongst us. God did not change His mind. 
If these people were once chosen by God, they were still 
God's chosen people. 


Obituary 


«MRS. MEHIR WEINBERG (Nottingham) 
Communal Worker and J.P. 


One of the leading women citizens of Nottingham 
passed away on Monday at Hardwick House, The Park, 
in the person of Mrs. Mehir Weinberg, J.P. A very 
Orthodox Jewess, she was an indefatigable worker for 
Jewish and non-Jewish institutions in the town. In 
addition to being the President of the Jewish Girls’ Club 
(whig she founded in 1914 and which merged into the 
Wayerley Mount Club in 1934) and the Jewish Women's 
Benevolent Society, and Chairman of the Committee 
for Refugees, she was a Trustee of the Nottingham 
Hebrew Congregation, a Vice-President of the local 
branch of the National Council of Women, and a 
Governor of the Boys’ High School. A talented pianist 
herself, Mrs. Weinberg was for many years a member 
of the Executive of the Music Club. 

The deceased, whose husband died many years ago, 
is survived by two sons. She was buried at the Notting- 
ham Jewish Cemetery on Tuesday. 


Rapet Harris COHEN writes: 
A gracious lady of exceptional qualities of heart and 
mind—a veritable 5 AWN—has passed away, to the 


irreparable loss of the Nottingham Community. For well 
over a quarter of a century, from the day she arrived in 
Nottingham from America, after her marriage to the late 
Mehir Weinberg, the deceased threw herself heart and soul 
into every movement which concerned the welfare of the 
Congregation, and toiled incessantly to bring credit and 
honour to the Jewish name in the city If the Jew in 
Nottingham its respected and esteemed, it is largely due to 
the exemplary lives of successive generations of the Wein- 
bere family. who were strictly Orthodox and very generous. 
The Synagogue, the Religion Classes, the Hebrew Philan- 
thropic Society, the Jewish Club were all objects of her 
immediate and personal concern. If there was one sphere 
of usefulness in which she toiled more assiduously than 
another it was the Jewish Girls’ Club, which she founded 
and managed. Her influence for good over the girls was 
incalculable An accomplished musician, she gathered 
around her the Jewish girls and taught them music 
Unobtrusivelv she sowed the seeds of Judaism and righteous- 
ness in their hearts and made them love, and feel proud of, 
their faith. Not only ts the Nottingham Congregation the 
poorer for her departure but non-Jewish benevolent 
orgamisations in the city (to say nothing of many poor 
homes) will long feel the removal of this good and noble- 
hearted Jewess

DR. H. KANTOROWICZ (Cambridge) 
A Victim of Nazi Oppression 


[here passed away last week, at 110, Huntingdon 
Road, ( ambridge, Dr. H. Kantorowicz, Assistant 
Director of Research in Law at the University of Cam- 
bridge, Lecturer at All Souls College, Oxford, since 
1937, and David Murray Lecturer at Glasgow 
University. He was a victim of Nazi. persecution, 
having been dismissed from his post al the | niversily 
of Kiel in 1933. When the systematic persecution of 
the Jews began he was in Italy, and alter a stay in 
New York he settled in England. 

lermann Kantorowicz was born at Poznan on 
November 18, 1877. After taking a Doctorate in Law 
at Heidelberg University he was, from 1908 to 1923, 
Privatdozent at the University of Freiburg-im-Bretsgau. for 
Criminal Law, Jurisprudence, and History of Legal Science. 
From $923 to 1929, he was consulted by a German Parlia- 
mentary commission inquiring into the causes of the Great 
War: and in 1927 he was Guest Professor at Columbia 
University. New York. He was Ordentlicher Professor of 
Criminal Law at Kiel University from 1929 to 1933, was 
Dekan of the Faculty of Law of Kiel University, and from 
193? to 1933 he was Guest Lecturer at Florence University. 

lhe deceased was Professor at the New School for Social 
Research and Lecturer at the City College, New York, from 
1933 to 1934, later he conducted seminars at the London 
School of Economics: in 1935 he delivered a course of 
lectures on dictatorships at the Nobel Institute, Oslo; and 
from 1935 to 1937 he conducted seminars at Cambridge 
L'niversity for the Faculties of Law and History 

In 1904, Dr. Kantorowicz married Dorothea Rosenstock, 
who died in 1920. He married secondly, in 1923, Hilda 
Kalin. of Graz. By his first marriage he had two sons and 
a daughter, and by his second two sons. 


MR. JOSEPH LEVY 


With the death in London, on Sunday, of Mr. Joseph 
Levy, at the age of seventy-one, there passed away a 
prominent worker in the early days of the Friendiy Society 
movement. He was one of the founders, in Hull, of the 
Brotherly Help Lodge of the Grand Order of Israel, serving 
as President and in other offices, and was President, in 
Sheffield. of the Lord Beaconsfield Lodge of the Independent 
Order of Bnei Brith. As Chairman of the Master Tailors’ 
Association, of Sheffield. Mr. Levy played a part in the 
organisation of the tailoring trade in that city. 


Dr. DUBINSKI, a member of the World Ort-Ose Union 
and founder and President of the Ose (Jewish Health 
Society) in Latvia, has died in Riga at the age of 57. 


THE LATE MR. CYRIL PICCIOTTO 


Mr. Nevitte LasKkt, K.C., writes: 


Much has been written and spoken about my dear friend 
Cyril Picciotto from the point of view of his public work. 
May I add a line of what he was like in private life? 
1 think his distinguishing characteristic was his boyish 
enthusiasm in everything he did. His tastes were catholic, 
for there were few things in life he did not enjoy. It 
might be the rereading of Dickens, it might be Jewish 
historical research, the radio, or politics, in every one of 
these fields he displayed the keenest interest, and he 
never, or hardly ever, admitted boredom. Perhaps in the 
country he was mot too happy—” vegetating ” he called it. 
It gave a man no chance to make use of the many oppor- 
tunities of urban life. He enjoyed a music-hall performance 
with the same zest as he enjoyed a political debate. Indeed, 
he had kept a “ youthful heart among the full-grown flock.” 
He never lost his zest for life. 

Like all men should be, he was ambitious, but ambitious 
to take part even more fully than he did in public life. 
Those who knew him as I did. in the intimacy of social 
intercourse, will miss the most delightful of companions. No 
party was dull when he was present, and he had a true 
sense of humour. “Those whom the gods love die 
young,” said the Greeks. It did not refer to years but to 
spirit, and in this sense Cyril Picciotto must have been 
beloved of the gods, for though he had reached no great 
age, still he was in the fifties, and he had all the vigour, 
all the enthusiasm, and all the appreciation of life that one 
finds in the young. 


Mr. FRANK A. RENTON writes: 


As a close comrade of the late Cyril Picciotto, in the 
Jewish Defence campaign. may I add my tribute to the 
memory of this great British Jew. Here was a man of 
culture and professional distinction, who, from the incep- 
tion of the anti-defamation campaign, did not deem it 
infra dig. to take his place on the street-corner platform 
in defence of his people against the Jew-baiting organisa- 
tions. His subsequent work as Chairman of the London 
Area Council was an inspiration to all'who associated them- 
selves with him. Would that other professional men in 
the Community, endowed with even a modicum of this 
great man’s. erudition and platform ability, had followed 
his glorious example—we might then have had a more 
equitable distribution of the highly exhausting and onerous 
task imposed upon the public-spirited few. Unfortunately, 
the oft-repeated appeal for speakers and workers failed to 
arouse the fighting spirit of the Community's host of able 
men. As the fight for Jewry’s richt to live unmolested is 
by no means over, IT am hoping that the example set 
by Cyril Picciotto will be followed by many who have 
hitherto remained passive and uninterested. 1 feel that 
I am echoing the heartfelt sentiments of the many speakers 
and workers in the Jewish Defeace movement when I say 
that the untimely death of Cyril Picciotto has deprived us 
of a true friend, a sagacious adviser, and an illustrious 
leader.

Professor ALFONS GoLtpscHMIDT. a German-Jewish 
economist, has died at Mexico City at the age of sixty-one. 
The deceased was born in Westphalia. In 1916, he was 
Lecturer in National Economy at Leipzig University, in 
1922? he became Professor at Cordova University. and from 
1923 to 1925 he was Professor at the University of Mexico 
City. 


The Late Mrs. B. Narinsky. whose death occurred 
recently, was a keen worker for the Talmud Torah of the

THE CONVICTED MOSLEYITES 
‘Close Watch” on B.U.F. 


Mr. Witt THorne (Lab., Plaistow) asked the Home 
Secretary whether his attention had been drawn to the fact 
that two members of the British Union of Fascists were 
recently sentenced to terms of imprisonment for activities 
prejudicial to the State, and that, prior to their conviction, 
they had been in communication with the B.U.F. on the 
matter which caused their apprehension and subsequent 
imprisonment; and what action he proposed to take 
against this organisation. 

Sir Joun ANDERSON: “ The circumstances of these cases 
did not warrant the institution of proceedings against any 
other person. As shown by these cases, a close watch ts 
being kept on the activities of this organisation, and when 
necessary suitable action is taken.” 

Mr. Thorne also asked what action had been taken 
against those persons recently members of the organisation 
known as “ The Link.” 

Sir John Anderson replied that it had not been found 
necessary to take action with regard to the British subjects 
who were members. The organisation went into voluntary 
liquidation on the outbreak of war. 


THE CZECH TRUSTEES 
Mr. Bartlett Advocates “ A Gentle Push” 


Vernon Barriett (ind.. Bridgwater) asked the Home 
Secretary how many Czeth refugees had received the £200 
emigration grant since the Czech trustees were appointed, 
and how many had been found work in Great Britain with 
their help. 

Sir John Anderson answered: “I am informed by the 
Trustees that, from the time of creation of the Czech 
Refugee Trust on the 21st July last until the 7th February, 
the number of refugee families for whom settlement grants 
have been paid by the Trust in respect of settlement outside 
the United Kingdom is 311 representing about $70 persons, 
and that the total of the settlement grants so allotted was 
£54,080. I regret that up-to-date figures of Czech refugees 
revistered with the Trust who have found employment are 
not at present available.” 

Mr. Bartictt asked him. to bear in mind the fact that there 
were a great number of Czechs who were very worried 
because this Committee did not seem te be work nz quite 
as actively as it should; could he give it a gentle push on 
from tume to time’ 

Sir J. Anderson: “I have every reason to think that the 
Committee has been very actively engaged.” 


A JEWISH CHAPLAIN TO THE FORCES 


Mr. Dantet Leeson (Ind... Cheltenham) asked the Secretary 
for War whether he would arrange for the appointment of a 
Jewish chaplain to the. British Expeditionary Force to 
enable him to minister to soldiers of the Jewish faith. 

Mr. Otrver STANLEY said he was in communication with 
the Jewish War-Services Committee and hoped shortly to 
receive a report which would enable him to reach a decision. 


B’NAI B’RITH FROM ABROAD 
Welcomed by First Lodge of England 


[COMMUNICATED} 


At the Adolph Tuck Hall, Woburn House, on Sunday, 
a meeting was held, under the auspices of the First Lodge 
of England of Bnai B'rith, for the purpose of giving an 
opportunity to members of B'nai Brith from abroad now 
resident in this country of meeting one another and members 
of the First Lodge. Over 300 were present. 

Bro. Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, the President of the 
Lodge. welcomed the visitors. In the course of his remarks, 
he said: “ Jewish peace and general peace are one. Perhaps 
not all see this truth. Jewish peace has been destroyed 
mainly in the lands in which you lived and had your being. 
You created great values not only for yourselves but also 
for the people in whose midst you lived. And because you 
created, the hand of the oppressor reached out against you, 
and you were stricken down. You have left the stricken 
lands. We have come together this afternoon to affirm 
our hope and our belief that destruction will pass away 
and the sun of God's mercy will shine again upon a 
chastened humanity.”

The Grand President of the District Grand Lodge of 
Great Britain, Bro. Julius Schwab, delivered an address. 
He drew a comparison between B'nai B'rith in this countr 
and abroad, its development and work, and how B'nai B'rit 
of England was forming the channel through which Supreme 
Grand Lodge in America directed its activities on behalf of 
Continental Jewry.

AN APOLOGIA FOR 
NAZISM 


Historian’s Inaccuracies 
SOURCES FROM GERMAN PROPAGANDA 


Victory. By ArtHuR Bryant. Macmillan. 
s. 6d.

“ Unfinished Victory ” is, from first to last, nothing 
but a defence of Nazi Germany's policy. Although 
this book was published only a few weeks azo, apart 
from the preface jt was written just before the war. The 
fact that such a book can be published in such times is 
really the strongest argument for the British case. In 
Germany, anyone who dared to write a book defending 
British policy, praising Churchill, and finding fault only 
with Germany would either be put against the wall or 
tortured to death in a concentration camp. In Britain, 
nothing worse happens to the author than possibly a 
few unfavourable reviews in the Press. 

As an historian, Bryant is entitled to express his views 
as strongly as he likes. But as an historian his first duty 
is to facts. Bryant has not discharged this duty. Propa- 
ganda statements from the Goebbels machine are related 
as facts pure and simple 

An attempt to refute all the misstatements or half-truths 
which have found their way into this book would require 
almost another volume. Only a few of the general mis- 
statements can therefore be mentioned 

He attributes the loss of the last war by Germany exclu- 
sively to the blockade and starvation. That the German 
armies suflered a decisive defeat on the Western Front is 
glossed over with the one sentence: “In August (1918) the 
tide turned in favour of the Allies.” As evidence of the 
reasonableness of the Kaiser's Germany, he mentions a 
German peace proposal in 1916 offering the return of 
Alsace-Lorraine to France. No such offer, of course, was 
ever made by the German Government. 


Confusion ov Elementary Facts 


In dealing with internal German deyelopments between 
1918 and 1933, the author displays an ignorance of some 
of the most clementary facts which ts really astonishing in 
an historian. For instance, he contuses the political parties 
in Germany; the Catholic leader Erzberger becomes a 
Socialist leader; the Independent Socialist Party becomes ihe 
Same as the Communist Party; the Nazis are made the 
sole victims of street brawls, although in fact the list of 
Republican and Communist dead was considerably bigges 
than the list of Nazi dead. Endless similar misrepresenta- 
tions and misstatements could be enumerated without 
difficulty. 

in these columns, naturally the Jewish aspect is of primary 
interest, but here again limitation of space makes. it 
possible only to touch upon a few of the misstatements. In 
his endeavour to explain and excuse Nazi misdeeds, Bryant 
accepts almost every ‘anti-Jewish allegation of the Nazi 
propaganda machine. He has, it is true, a few scruples 
with regard to Hitler's race theory. He knows it ts scientifi- 
cally baseless, but still he continues to speak of “ Aryans.” 
On the other hand, when he deals with the attitude of the 
Jews in Republican Germany, he plays fast and loose 
with facts. 

The Jews. of course, were, according to Bryant, the 
leaders of the revolution of 1918, and we come across 
the glorious sentence: “ At Pasewalk, in Pomerania, Adolf 
Hitler, corporal in the 16th Bavarian Infantry, lay in 
hospital with eyes like burning coals and watched the 
sailors and their youthful leaders, mostly Jews, swarming 
out of their lorries as they called on the wounded war 
veterans to revolt.” Bryant does not mention where he 
picked up this literary gem. But anyone who has read 
Hitler's “ Mein Kampf”. carefully will know the source. 
Even Hitler. when writing about this incident, refers only 
to three Jews. Thus Bryant out-Hitlers Hitler—indeed 
an achievement. How a gas-blinded man could watch the 
sailors and discover Jews amongst them 1s a matter for 
Hitler and Bryant to settle 


Nazi Sources 


After this introduction, the author runs the whole gamut 
of the usual Nazi allegations against the Jews, but hardly 
ever mentions the source {rom which he took them. Thus 
he creates the impression that they are uncontested state- 
ments of fact. whereas they are, without exception, either 
untruths invented by the Nazi propaganda machine or 
typical Nazi half-truths. 

Brvant accuses the Jews of having been the leaders of 
the Communist Party. He is careless enough to mention 
nine names: Hugo Haase, Kurt Essner, Ernst Toller, Levien, 
Axelrod. Levine-Nissen, Rosa Luxemburg, Karl 
Liebknecht. In fact. Haase, Eisner, and Toller were never 
Communists but leading or important members of the 
Independent Socialist Party, roughly equivalent to the 
British LL.P.. Levien. Axelrod, and Levine-Nissen were 
Russian Communists who for a very short time played a 
urely local réle in Munich (it is very doubtful whether 
evien was a Jew at all). Liebknecht was definitely not a 
Jew, so that of the nine names mentioned by Bryant as 


those of German Jewish Communist leaders. onl one, 
Rosa Luxemburg, really deserves this description. | 

_ Dealing with the inflation period, he begins by describ- 
ing the miseries endured by the German people during those 
indeed terrible years. But, as elsewhere in this book. ne 
wildly exaggerates, and in his desire to emphasise points 
contradicts himself frequently. He even makes the fan- 
tastic statement that the inflation compelled close on half 
the teachers of the Prussian universities to seek employ - 
ment in factories and on canals. Apparently he has heard 
of the half-jocular remark made at that time by an eminent 
professor, who said in the course of a lecture that he was 
considering becoming a scavenger (in German. “ Kanali- 
sationsarbeiter.” hence the “ canals”) as they were better 
paid than professors. With Bryant. the joke becomes an 
historical fact. 

_ Then he goes for the Jews. The real profiteers of the 
inflation, men like Stinnes and Thyssen, are excused. Thev 
did what they did out of patriotism, but the Jews. of course. 
did it to make money. He alleges that the Jews could 
easily get foreign currency, Jacob in Berlin had only to 
apply to cousin Mordecai in Poland to receive all the 
money he wanted. Untluckily. Bryant forgets that there 
was inflation at the same time in Poland. Again he refrains 
from. giving any evidence that the Jews  profiteered. 
Naturally there were among the many inflation profiteers 
also some Jews, but the mass of the Jewish middle class 
suffered just as severely as their non-Jewish fellows, and 
the Jewish Community in Germany was obliged for the 
hirst time to organise welfare work on a big scale 


Times Report Garbled 

In this connection, one point in particular must ve 
Stressed Bryant claims that in November. 1938, afte: 
five years of anti-Semitic legislation, the Jews still owned, 

according to THE TIMES correspondent in Berlin, some; 
thing like one third of the real property in the Reich 
Most of ut came into their hands during the inflation.” 
In this matter. Brvant names a source, and a source which 
generally must be regarded as unbiased and truthful. But 
on looking up THe Times (November 22. 1938) one finds 
that THe Times correspondent in Berlin did indeed write 
something about the Jews owning one third of the real 
property in the Reich, but that he did not report tt as a 
fact. What he stated was merely that “the offictal (1.e., 
Nazi) attitude was” that the Jews owned about one third 
of all real estate in Germany; he did not mention a word 
about the inflation. Such methods of quotation make it 
very difficult indeed to continue to take Bryant seriously as 
an historian 

The next point ts the alleged political control exercised 
by the Jews in Republican Germany. ~ In the 1924 Reichs- 
tag nearly a quarter of the Social Democratic representa- 
tives were Jews,” so he writes. Again he fails to name 
the source of his information. -But the source 1s not dith- 
cult to discover It is a book called “Die Juden in 
Deutschland.” published by the notorious Institut zum 
Studium der Judenfrage, an institute established: by the 
Nazis for the sole purpose of blackening the record of 
the Jews: in short, another branch of the Goebbels machine. 
This book not only gives the rough percentage figure but 
also mentions the names of the alleged Jewish.Social Demo- 
crats. In this list are lumped together the names of all 
the Jewish Social Democrats who sat in any of Seven 
different Parliaments. To these are added an almost equal 
number of names of men and women who were definitely 
not Jews. Only by this means is the high percentage 
arrived at. The truth is that in a single Parliament. there 


were never more, usually less, than thirteen Jewish Social 
Democrats, while that Party held between 100 and 152 
seats in each of the various Parliaments. Thus Bryant's 
one quarter 1s more than double the correct number. 
“Every post-war Ministry had its quota of them (Jews).” 
Had Bryant really studied the facts he would have found 
that out of some 200 Cabinet Ministers that held office 
during the fourteen years of the democracy, there were 
only seven of Jewish origin, and that for the greater part 
of the time there was not a single Jew in the Cabinet. 
He then goes on to describe the Jewish predominance 'n 
business. life. “According to figures published in 1931 
by a Jewish statistician, they controlled ....” and he 
proceeds to reel off a string of figures, without, however, 
mentioning that only the first three are taken from a Jewish 
Statistician (whose name, by the way, he does not even 
give). As a matter of fact, the quotation from the Jewish 
statistician, together with the other figures, are taken as 
they stand from the aforementioned book, “ Die Juden tn 
Deutschland.” Again Bryant has used a tainted source, 
without naming it. Even the Reichsbank, according to 
him. was controlled by the Jews. whereas in fact there was 
not a single Jewish Reichsbank director, .nor was any 
member of the Council a Jew. but only on one of its 
advisory bodies a few eminent Jewish bankers had seats. 


Jews and the German Press 


He describes the publishing trade, cinema. theatre, and 
Press as-controlled by. the Jews, forgetting that the gercatest 
film. combine, the UFA, was controlled by Hugenberg, the 
leader of the anti-Semitic Nationalist Party and later on 
a member of Hitler's Cabinet. He forgets that in the highly 
important provinctal Press. with the exception of one or 
two papers, there was hardly a Jew to be found, and that 
according to the census figures not more than five per 
cent. of all German journalists were Jews. He gives the 
figure of four milhons daily circulation for the largest 
newspaper combine which was in Jewish hands (obviously 
the Ulistein concern). Again this figure is taken from “ Die 
Juden_ in Deutschland,” which has adopted, in regard to 
the Ullstein combine, an ineenious method of obtaining 
high circulation figures Ihe total circulation of weekly 
or monthly publications has: simply ‘been added to the 
circulation of daily papers. thereby producing this high 
igure, which is” purely fictitious Bryant. carelessly 
repeats il 


Unhistorical Methods 


It is impossible in limited space to deal with all the mis- 
leading figures reproduced in this book Ihe quotations 
given here, although only a selection, show the methods 
adopted by Bryant to emphasise his points. He rarely names 
the source of his statements concerning the Jews, thus creating 
an impression of uncontested facts. But nearly every one 
of his claims can be found in “ Die Juden in Deutschland.” 
Whether Bryant has actually seen this book, or whether the 
material was prepared for him out of this source, is of 
minor importance Ihe fact remains .that typical 
Nazi publication has been used tn a book which gives the 
impression of historical objectivity, that no mention ts made 
of the source. and that this book. with all its misstatements, 
has been published since the outbreak of war, at a time when 
it ought to be evident to every bod, that the Nazis are masters 
of the art of Iving. 


The Journal of the Royal Central Asian Society for 
January contains a study of the Jezireh district of. Syria 
by Mr. Ehahu Epstein, of the Jewish Agency, Jerusalem, 
and an article on the Yemen 1937-38, by Mr. Hugh Scott, 
in which mention ts made of the condition of the Jews 
there and an interesting light is thrown on the effects of the 
Mutfti's propaganda in that country.

Fresh Light on Philosopher’s Views 


Philosophical and 


SAMUEL 
ALEXANDER.

Alexander's main contribution to philosophy was his 
“Space, Time, and Deity,” a work in the grand manner, 
as it was said, and certainly a bold adventure in speculative 
thought. But many of his essays and addresses throw 
fresh light on his views, and the present selection of these 
will be welcomed by a wide circle of readers. On the 
vexed question of what Alexander meant by deity, for 
instance, it is interesting to read, “ For my own part I 
believe that, in the end, a theistic conception of God's deity 
is demanded by the facts of nature.” 

There are literary essays on Jane Austen, Molitre, Pascal, 
and Dr. Johnson. In these, Alexander unites lightness of 
touch with profound learning. There are papers on art 
and beauty, a subject to which Alexander devoted himself 
in his later years, and on which he once broadcast. There 
are addresses on philosophical issues, such:as naturalism 
and value, and there are two papers on Spinoza, with whom 
Alexander had both a racial and an intellectual affinity. 
Altogether, the selection provides a wealth of stimulating 
subject matter, written with the sure touch of a masterly 
thinker, 

Ihe papers are preceded by a delightful and fascinating 
memoir, compiled by Professor John Laird, who was 
Alexander's literary executor. He pays impressive tribute 
to a very lovable character and personality. It is inter- 
esting to read his quotation from THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
of May 5, 1882: “A Jew has been elected to a Fellow- 
ship of one of the colleges of the two universities for the 
first time since the passing of the Test Act of 1870.” 
Alexander lived to obtain many honours from universities, 
the British Academy, and from the Throne, when ne 
received the Order of Merit. But he retained his simplicity, 
his pride in his Jewish heritage, and his interest in Jewish 
affairs. Professor Laird’s memoir is a worthy preface io 
this important collection of Alexander's writings. 


AMERICAN SERMONS 


Defence of Orthodoxy 


Jewish Survival, Sermons and Addresses. By Rapp A. 


M. Heiter. Behrman's Jewish Book House. New York. 
$2.50.

The upholders of Orthodoxy in the United States, where 
so much Reform is rampant, have a doughty representative 
in Rabbi Heller whose Synagogue in Brooklyn has a very 
large following. In this collection of sermons, the Rabbi 
gives eloquent expression to the ideals and teachings of 
traditional Judaism as applied to the burning problems of 
to-day. 

In simple language. rich with illustrations from the 
Midrash and general Rabbinical literature, the preacher 
discusses such vital topics as the ruin of Central European 
Jewry, the dangers of assimilation, the lack of modern 
spirituality, the true education of the young, the defence 
against anti-Semitism . 

He is an ardent Zionist and his love of the National 
Home is practical as well as passionate. 

The titles of some of his sermons are striking, revealing 
a sense of humour that finds frequent expression. Such 
are “Satan im Search of Torah”, “ Dividends”, 
“ Marginal Judaism.” Based as his views are upon Con- 
servatism of the best type, he is fully awake to the difficul- 
ties of modern Judaism and he blends the old and the new 
In an artistic and attractive manner. 


CENTRAL CONFERENCE OF 
AMERICAN RABBIS 


Vol. XLIX of the Year Book issued by the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis, and edited by Isaac E. 
Marcuson, commemorates two notable anniversaries. It 
is the twenty-fifth issued under the same editorship, and 
records the proceedings at the fiftieth annual Convention 
held last June. Among the documents printed here is a 
finely-worded message from President Roosevelt which was 
read at the golden jubilee dinner. Many of the Con- 
ference’s reports and addresses have a message which 
might profitably be pondered by Jewry in other lands. The 
general spirit of the gathering may be sensed from the fol- 
lowing resolution which it passed: “ That our participation 
in the economic, political and social life of the country 
shall be guided by the prophetic and rabbinic teachings of 
Israel and as Jews we express best our faithfulness to our 
religion by giving constructive he!p io all agencies which 
aim to strengthen and advance the cause of liberty, 
freedom, and peace.”

Refuge in the Andes. By Rupoi_r Messer. John Lane

which lies in the same latitude as Guiana, but on the

he descriptions of sea and landscape are full of vivid 
colour, and the authors keen reactions to strange scenes 
give a zestful flavour to his pages. When he reached the 
settlement, he found that its establishment was being 
deliberately undermined: and its success jeopardised by 
local Nazi agents.

AMERICAN JEWRY 


American-Jewish Year Book, 5700, Vol. 41. 
Publication Society of America, $3. 


The latest volume of this year book well maintains the 
standard established in previous issues. 

The special articles include sketches of the lives of the 
unusually large number of distinguished Jews—such as that 
great judge, Benjamin Nathan Cardozo—who died in the 
U.S.A. and Canada during the past year. In addition to 
these biographical sketches, there are three special articles: 
one on Rashi, the 900th anniversary of whose birth ts 
celebrated this year (1940), by Professor Solomon Zeitlyn; 
another on the American-Jewish Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee; and the third, a brief memoir on the statistics of 
the Jewish population of the U.S.A. 

According to this last, the number of Jews im the U.S.A. 
ix 1937 was about 4,830,000. The decade 1927-37 wit- 
nessed the smallest ten-year increase since 1877. The 
growth of the American-Jewish Community is, in fact, 
slowing down. 

This year book is eloquent testimony to the richness of 
Jewish social life in America.

A SAINTLY GENIUS 


Biography of Winifred Holtby 


Testament of Friendship, The Story of Winifred Holtby. 
By Vera BritTrain. .Macmillan. 10s. net. 


{his is a very sincere and earnestly undertaken biography, 
which nobly maintains the very high standards, both of 
friendship and of literary and historic value, that the 
privilege of Knowing a woman like Winifred Holtby 
demands. : 

A certain amount of the subject matter is already 
familiar to admirers of Winifred Holtby, by a former 
testament of Miss Brittain’s and by the book published 
soon after Winifred Holtby’s death entitled “ Letters to a 
Friend,” which contained her correspondence with Miss 
Jean M‘William in South Africa. 

Miss Brittain has no need to tell her readers that both 
she and Winifred were passionate admirers of Mrs. 
Gaskell’s Life of Charlotte Bronté, since her own work 
bears obvious indications of the influence of that classic 
work-—-which the similarity between Winifred and that 
other great and tragic Yorkshire woman of letters enhances. 
The genius of Winifred Holtby was bound up with the 
great sincerity of her personality and her uncompromising 
goodness. These are attributes that shine brightly and 
clearly in the pages of her friend's testament. 

Of very topical interest is the account Winifred wrote as 
a schoolgirl of the shelling of Scarborough by a German 
battleship. With such a gift for “hot journalism” as 
she here revealed even in her early teens, it required 
nothing less than her exceptionally great character to 
devote her short life as she did to the exacting claims of 
serious literature.

MONETARY MANAGEMENT 
Revolutionary Changes Since 1931 


The British aptitude for achieving changes, amounting 
almost to revolutions, unobtrusively, is not limited to the 
field of politics. 

In the economic sphere, since 1931, when the gold stan- 
dard was abandoned, the development of a complete 
“managed currency” system has taken place almost, one 
might say, in secret and certainly without the general public 
realising its significance. Indeed, it was not until March, 
1939, that the Bank of England publicly admitted the 
change, by the revaluation of its gold stocks. : 

The full import of the bold and successful experiment 
embarked upon in 1931 is analysed by Sir Charles Morgan 
Webb in MoneTARY MANAGEMENT (Pitman, 7s. 6d. net). He 
shows clearly the importance of recent departures from 
“classical” economic theory which recognise the part 
played by money, especially “ bank money,” in the modern 
economic world—a far greater réle than that of a mere 
“means of exchange” ascribed to it in classical theory. 
The possibilities of the new system are shown in his chapters 
on the elimination of the business cycle and on international 
and national monetary management. 

It might be added that the practical results of the new 
system are already being strikingly demonstrated in current 
monetary conditions in this country as contrasted with those 
existing at a similar period in 1914-15. 


ENJOYABLE EDUCATION 


The vigorous and progressive youth body Habonim (26a, 
Soho Square, London, W.1) has recently produced a new 
issue of its Handbook. It has been issued with the help 
of the Youth Department of the Jewish National Fund, 
who have partially defrayed the expenses of publication. 
The book is a complete guide for the Boneh, from the 
time of his joining to his initiation as a full member and 
the passing of the various specialisation tests. Simple 
essays direct the aspirant not only in the work of the Move- 
ment itself but also in Jewish history and Zionism, so that 
the child begins to realise the great tradition that has been 
handed down to him. 

An even more graphic means of teaching young Jewish 
children their people's history and achievements is taken 
in a book published by Bloch, New York—PUupPIL’s ACTIVITY 
Book, by Dorothy F. Zeligs, M.A. It is produced to accom- 
pany A History or THE HEBREW and is 
intended to provide exercises to accompany the lessons and 
for homework. It fulfils its aim through the medium mainly 
of appropriate illustrations, and is to be cut rather than 
kept. “Cut-outs,” paintings, modelling (of contemporary 
houses, costumes. the Temple. etc.), suggestions for plays 


and stories based on the Biblical narrative, blanks to be. 


filled in by the child. all play their part and wil! appeal to 
the child and help him live his history realistically. 


BEYOND THE SIEGFRIED LINE 


INsipeE GERMANY, by Oswald Garrison Villard (Constable 
2s. 6d.), contains articles by the well-known American 
journalist which have already appeared in various British 
publications. But their reappearance in book form provides 
a document that will be read with interest. Mr. Villard 
shows us a bewildered, unhappy, propaganda-bemused, belt- 
tightening nation, uncertain of its leaders but fearful of 
alternatives. There is no enthusiasm, and a feeling of guilt 
and disaster weighs heavily on all those who can no longer 
take comfort in Dr. Goebbels’s synthetic optimism. There 
are many references to the Jews, the bestial treatment of 
whom, Mr. Villard tells us, is widely felt as a deep disgrace. 


WATCHMEN OF THE YISHUY 


Ha-SHOMER: THe First Jewish WATCH IN PALESTINE, 
by Lotta Levensohn (Palestine Publishing Co., Tel-Aviv, 
Is.) is an English booklet issued under the auspices of the 
Joint Committee for Youth Affairs, Jerusalem. It may be 
obtained from the Jewish Youth Institute, 67, Great Russell 
Street, W.C.1. It tells the history of Ha-Shomer, from its 
institution in 1909, the year after the Young Turk revolu- 
tion, down to the beginning of the third Aliyah, a decade 
later. This account of the heroic watchmen who guarded 
the early settlements against Arab marauders makes thrilling 
reading. The author (who has relied on Kovetz Ha-Shomer 
for the sources) employs an invigorating style. likely to 
appeal to the enthusiasm of Anglo-Jewish youth. 


Gop In Epucation, by M. L. Jacks (Rich & Cowan, 
3s. 6d.), in the “ Needs of To-Day” series, comes from 
the pen of the Director of Education, Oxford University, 
and former Headmaster of Mill Hill School. Although 


naturally written from the Christian standpoint, its general - 


argument (apart from particular dogmatic points) will be 
read with equal profit by all teachers who believe that true 
education should have a spiritual foundation. “ The word 
to the Hebrew prophets of old,” writes Dr. Jacks, “is a 
word to our generation, as it is to every generation through- 
out the ages.” He urges the necessity of inculcating a 
religious philosophy of life against the menace of fascist, 
communist, and totalitarian ideologies.

Having read the communication from a correspondent in 
Milan in your paper of January 26, | beg to inform you that 
it iS untrue to state that the Jewish Community of Milan 
had given any orders to the Chief Rabbi Dr. Castelbolognesi 
about help to the refugees. Nor did that Community 
summon any Jewish Court of Justice concerning this matter 
as no such court exists in Italy. No intervention concerning 
this matter was made by the Chief Rabbi of Rome as there 
was no Chief Rabbi in Rome in service during the period 
spoken of. It is generally known that Chief Rabbi Dr. 
Castelbolognesi assisted the refugees during the last four 
months of 1939 with the full concurrence of the Jewish Com- 
munity of Milan. Since January | of this year I have 
assumed the office of a subdelegate for Milan with the 
Union of Jewish Italian Communities concerning the 
assistance of refugees. All Italian and foreign Jews resid- 
ing in Milan are aware that I am ready to receive any person 
wishing to confer with me. The Jews of Milan are doing 
all they can for the refugees, and doing it while troubled 
themselves by extremely difficult circumstances. The whole 
work of our bureau has been recently minutely examined 
by the delegates of the American Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee who have warmly acknowledged our efforts.—

ARAB-JEWISH CO-OPERATION 


Significant Move in Jerusalem 
BROADCASTING HELPS, TOO 


Preliminary steps towards the achievement of Arab- 
Jewish understanding in Jerusalem municipal affairs 
have been taken by Mr. Daniel Auster, the Jewish 
Deputy Mayor. Mr. Auster invited a number of 
prominent Jewish, Arab, and English personalities to 
meet at his private residence in order to take unofficial 
soundings as to the possibility of Arab-Jewish co-opera- 
tion. The meeting, it is understood, took place in a 
very friendly atmosphere. It is the first of its kind 
in Palestine. It is thought to be significant that Govern- 
ment officials took part in this meeting in an unofficial 
capacity. 

Another step towards Arab-Jewish understanding 
was taken by the Jewish educational authorities in 
Nathanya, who invited a group of Arab teachers to 
visit the Jewish schools. After the inspection, they 
were invited to a luncheon given in their honour by 
the Jewish teachers. 

A well-known Arab teacher, Ribachit Kemal, the 
other day broadcast a talk in Hebrew on ancient and 
modern Arab culture. It is understood that the Pales- 
tine Broadcasting Corporation is planning a series of 
such lectures on Hebrew and Arab culture by Jewish 
lecturers, who will broadcast in Arabic, and Arab 
lecturers, who will broadcast in Hebrew. 


A People’s Advisory Council? 


Our Jerusalem correspondent writes: 

[here are ample indications of a willingness among 
the Arabs to fraternise with the Yishuv, albeit so tar 
most of these indications have been in the economic 
and cultural spheres. Given the proper encourage- 
ment, no doubt political amity could be established; 
and one way in which this might be achieved, tt ts 
suggested, could be by the Government's offering to 
establish a joint People’s Advisory Council, to which 
both sections of the community would be invited. 

Sceptics might sniff at the idea’ of another Advisory 
Council offer when previous invitations were turned 
down so flatly. But it is increasingly believed that the 
next six months will further develop the present feelings 
of friendship, evidenced by the fraternisation of both 
peoples throughout the country, and the acceptance 
of membership on an Advisory Council by even those 
elements not usually regarded as moderate need not 
necessarily be deemed illusory. 


Joint Delegation 


A joint delegation composed of Arab and Jewish 
property owners from Jaffa and Tel-Aviv has been received 
by Mr. G. Walsh, the Economic Adviser to the High 
Commissioner. The delegation requested the promulgation 
of a law preventing the foreclosure of mortgages while 
protecting the interests of the mortgagor.

MORE POTASH 


Dead Sea Developments 


[From our Correspondent—JeERUSALEM] 


Ihe Dead Sea works of Palestine Potash Ltd. are to 
be vreatly extended shortly, and preparations towards this 
end have begun. Additional machinery is being acquired, 
a large new power-station ts being put up, and all arrange- 
ments are being made for the transport of much greater 
quantities of material. The major extensions are to be 
installed at the southern end of the Dead Sea, where 
production during the present year has been doubled. 

Present expectations are that there will be 100.000 tons 
of potash exported during 1940, compared with about 
70,000 tons in 1939 and 47,000 in 1938. Bromine ship- 
ments will also show an appreciable increase. The plans 
are to continue expansion over a period of three years, 
resulting in a trebled output by the beginning of 1943. 


PUBLIC WORKS IN JERUSALEM 
£P120,000 to be Spent 


Plans for public works to be carried out by the Jerusalem 
Municipality at a total expenditure of £P120,000 have been 
put before the Financial Committee by the City Engineer. 

The schemes include the building of new roads, the con- 
necting of main roads by the opening of subsidiary roads, 
and the widening of Jaffa Road; the construction of storm- 
water drainage and sewers in the centre of the city; and the 


NEW SETTLEMENTS 
The First of 1940 


The first Jewish settlement in 1940, the Shaar Yashuv, 
has been established by a group of workers belonging to 
the General Zionists Group A. This settlement is the third 
established in the Northern Huleh district to form a cluster 
to be known as Metzudoth Ussishkin. 

A new settlement bearing the name of Kfar Masaryk has 
been established by a Czechoslovakian group of the 
Hashomer Hatzair. The new settlement is situated on 2,000 
dunams of land belonging to the Jewish National Fund 
between Haifa and Acre. 


A psrourst of £6,900 from the estate of the late Mrs. Rosie 
Lewis. of South Africa, has been received in Jerusalem to be 
divided in three equal parts for the Jewish National Fund, the 
Hebrew University, and the Girls’ Training Farm at Ness Ziona, 

A KITCHEN peeling machine and a butter-churn are among the 
articles now being made by the smithy in the collective settle- 
ment at Ain Harod, in Emek Jezreel.

Prospects for the development of trade relations between 
Turkey and Palestine were outlined by Dr. M. Rosenbaum, 
representative of the Foreien Trade Institute of Tel-Aviv, on 
his return from Istanbul. He reported a sympathetic attitude 
by the Turkish Government and important merchants. 

fue Tel-Aviv-Beirut service of Palestine Airways, Ltd., a 
British-Jewish concern, has been resumed after a lapse of four 
months Ihe service will be conducted twice weckly. 

THe bulldine of the first forty houses has been started at the 
new workers’ suburb, Kvar Uno, near Tel-Aviv. These houses 
will be built out of the Bailinson Fund collected by the 
Histradruth and aided by the Jewish Agency.

ZIONISM AND STATESMANSHIP 


Professor Brodetsky’s Dictum 
MR. LASKI ON ANTI-SEMITIC DANGERS: 


Protessor S. Brodetsky, the President of the Board 
of Deputies, and Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., his pre- 
decessor i that office, were the guests of honour of the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club, at a special function arranged 
by the Committee of the Club on Sunday afternoon. 
There was a large and representative attendance. 

“ My successor,” said Mr. Laski, “is going to have a very 
hard time.” There was the problem of Jewish defence. 
People did not recognise that there were considerable 
potential dangers in terms of anti-Semitism even in_ this 
country. There were certain factors that could turn some- 
thing which was now smouldering into a forest fire, he 
warned. After the war there would come the very serious 
problems of the refugees, and unemployment, for instance. 
There was also the problem of the Peace Conference. With 
regard to these things, they had got to speak with one voice. 

“ The time tor platitudes has. gone,” Mr. Laski declared. 
“We Jews must no longer allow ourselves to be fobbed 
off. Ihe whole history of the minority treaties is a history 
of an ignoble failure, chicanery, and treachery. We cannot 
allow that period to be repeated.” The only two countries 
which had honoured their obligations were Yugoslavia 
and Czechoslovakia, 

"rotessor Brodetsky said that they were living in a time 
when an attempt was being made to pull everything down. 
Civilisation was in danger, and the democratic powers were 
engaged in a struggle for their lives. The cause of civilisa- 
tion was the cause of Jewry. The two were bound up 
together. The probleth was how to work into this the 
peculiar problems of the Jews. One always visualised a 
Peace Conference at which the nations which had been 
liberated from Nazism weuld be free to sit at the table. 
Would the Jews be among them, not only as the objects of 
their conclusions, but also as participants in the Conference? 


The Statesmanlike Approach 


They needed a statesmanlike approach to the whole 
question of the Jewish people. The Zionist, Professor 
Brodetsky indicated, was the Jewish statesman. ‘ What 
distinguishes the Zionist.” he said, “is that the Zionist 
approaches the Jewish problem as a whole, and sees it as 
a whole.” The real solution of the Jewish problem would 
come not through dispersion but through concentration, 
as exemplified in Palestine. “Therefore Zionism and 
Zionists,” he went on, “can be entrusted when the time 
comes to deal with the problems created by the war.” 

Mr. Moshe Shertok, in the course of his speech, said: 
“Zionism has come to rise in the Diaspora as a synthetic 
Jewish Weltanschauung, as a synthetic Jewish responsi- 
bility inspired by the devotion of an age-old ideal of Jewry 
devotion to Zion.” Zionism could not renounce Jewish 
rights in the Diaspora. 

Mr. Simon Marks, in a very neat speech, made a brief 
survey of the problems of Jewry. He expressed deep grati- 
tude to Mr. Laski for his work, and said that he knew that 
he was collaborating with the new President.

DRIVEN FROM THEIR HOMES 


Polish Jews Ousted by Germans 
THE NEW DISPERSAL 


Official confirmation by the Nazi Press is now avail- 
able of reports concerning the wholesale deportations 
of Polish Jews from their homes and the looting of 
their property. 

According to statistics published in the Nazi Press, 
both in Poland and in the Reich, 118.000 Germans who 
formerly lived on the Soviet side of Poland have been 
transferred to the Nazi side. 60,000 of them have 
been settled in the Cracow and Tarnow districts, and 
the rest in Radom, Kielce, Tomashow, and 
Czenstochowa. 80,000 Germans from the Baltic States 
have been settled in the Lodz and Warsaw districts. to 
which 60,000 from the Italian Tyrol are also being 
transferred, 

All of these Germans have been given the homes, 
furniture, and other belongings of Jews. Many of 
them have been given Jewish shops, factories, and 
businesses. 

Meanwhile, the mass expulsion of Jews and Poles 
from Lodz and other cities has been renewed. The 
Nazis hope to make Lodz a hundred per cent. German 
city. The local Deutscue ZeITUNG tells the new German 
settlers that they have been given the best Jewish homes. 
and have been entrusted with the sacred mission of 
“ purging ~ Lodz and district. Similar expulsions are 
also feared in Cracow, and the Polish and Jewish popu- 
lation is said to have been ordered to leave the districts 
near the Russo-German frontier, where the Nazis are 
reported to be erecting barbed wire entanglements and 
digging trenches. 

Expulsions of Jews from Stcttin, in North Germany, 
to Poland were reported last week... The Jews of 
Koénigsberg may be the next victims in. this. new 
hounding of Jews from the old Reich. 


By Cattle-Truck To Nowhere 


The Gestapo does its share by carrying out continual 
raids on Jewish and Polish houses and evicting the 
residents at fifteen minutes’ notice. They are allowed 
to take only small trunks and twenty zlotvs, and are 
put into cattle-trucks and sent to Lublin and elsewhere. 

After several days’ journey, the victims are ordered 
to get out and “ go wherever your legs will carry you.” 
The trains are usually stopped far from any station, 
and the people have to walk for miles to the nearest 
village. 

Thousands of Jews, including old men, women, and 
children, now wander aimlessly along the snow-covered 
roads of Poland. All of them are hungry, badly clothed, 
sick, and tn despair. They are not allowed to stay in 
the towns and are driven from place to place. At night- 
fall, they camp in the open fields; to resume their 
wandering at dawn. 

Many of them did not wait to receive an_ official 
order to léave their homes; the Nazi terror has driven 
them out by making their life intolerable. It has 
already become customary for the Jews in the small 
townships to flee panic-stricken as soon as a detach- 
ment of S.S. men arrive and arrest the Jewish leaders. 
Numbers of the wanderers die on the roads, and theire 
bodies remain lying by the wayside for days. 

When Dr. Frank, the Nazi Governor-General, 
addressed a group of foreign correspondents recently, he 
told them that Poland had never been so prosperous, 
that the terror was non-existent, and that the Jews 
enjoyed “ the same freedom of movement as the Poles.” 


RELIEF DIFFICULTIES 
Demand for Neutral Supervision 


The Commission for Polish Relet. of New York. 
announces that it has been advised by the French and 
British Governments that they would not permit the passage 
of supplies for the population of the Nazi-occupied part of 
Poland through the Allied blockade until the Reich accepted 
the principle of American supervision According to the 
British Embassy in Washington, this applies also to supplies 
sent by the American Red Cross. : 

Supervision by any neutral State will be accepted by the 
Allied Governments, according to the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency. | 

As already previously reported, the American Red Cross 
had decided either to obtain a supplementary agreement 
with the German Government for distribution of relief or 
to withdraw its offer entirely. The German authorities 
refused to allow Mr. James T. Nicholson, the American 
Red Cross representative abroad, to enter Poland for any- 
thing more than a brief visit, and the organisation has 
until now continued to pour relief into Poland on the 
supposition that Mr. Nicholson would supervise distribution 
of American-purchased supplies from Cracow, : 

Some supplies sent from America, which arrived in 
Italy on the Italian liner Vulcania and were sent to Cracow, 
were distributed without American supervision. Other 
supplies are now en route to Cracow 1n spite of the fact 
that the Nazis are hampering Mr. Nicholson's attempts 
to reach that city. | 


MURDER OF ZAMENHOF’S SON 


_ Three months ago, a son of the late Dr. Zamenhof. the 
inventor of Esperanto, was arrested by the Nazis in Warsaw 
and, together with hundreds of other Jews, thrown into a 
concentration camp. 

It is now learnt that during the spell of severe cold 


weather at the end of January he was found in a cell frozen 
to death. 


SOVIET ANTI-ZIONISM 
Polish Jews Arrested 


The Jewish Press in the Soviet Union is making great 
efforts to counteract the influence of the Zionist move- 
ment in the districts of Poland under Russian rule. 
Long articles are published attacking the Zionists as 

agents of British Imperialism.” In Tarnopol, Galicia, 

a number of Communists attacked the local Zionist 
headquarters. 
_ The economic position of the Jews in the Soviet zone 
is reported to be growing worse. Unemployment is 
spreading, and Jewish shops are continually closing 
down. The scarcity in commodities has become so 
acute that many people in the Nazi zone are now 
allegedly engaged in smuggling them in to Russian 
territory. 

Emigration from the Soviet zone is still prohibited, 
but, as a result of the efforts of the British Embassy 
in Moscow, the Russian Government has issued a 
special permit to seventeen Palestinian Jews stranded in 
Lwow to return home. 

It is reported that Chief Rabbi Professor Schorr, of 
Warsaw, after a short period of freedom in Lwow 
(Lemberg), has again been imprisoned by the Soviet 
authorities. Also arrested is the former Sejm member, 
Dr. Emil Sommerstein. They are accused of -having 
attempted to organise emigration to Palestine. 

LBEZBO7ZHNIK, the organ of the Russian atheists, says 
that up to January 1, 189 “ reactionary ” members 
of the Jewish clergy, including a number of Rabbis, have 
been sentenced to various terms of imprisonment, 


HUNGARIAN QUANDARY 
When is a Jew Not a Jew? 


When is a Jew not a Jew? This is the crazy question 
which is now exercising all the ingenuity of Hungarian legal 
experts. For they are trying to decide whether an “Aryan ~ 
convert to Judaism ts to be regarded as a Jew (and thus 
liable to the provisions of the Jew-law which would deprive 
him of his livelihood) or as a Hungarian (exempt from anti- 
Jewish discriminations). The convert in question ts a tatlor 
named Andreas Parago, who, at the age of filty, became 
converted to Judaism and is now one of the most stalwart 
members of the Budapest Orthodox Jewish Community. 

According to Clause | Paragraph 1 of the second Jew-law 
(which came into force this year), 1t is pointed out, Farago 
has to be segarded as a Jew, because the clause lays it 
down that any person who claims to be “a Jew” must be 
regarded as a Jew by law. But according to Clause 2 of the 
same Paragraph, Farago is a non-Jew, because his grand- 
parents and great-grandparents on both sides, as well as 


his parents, were pure “Aryans.” Farago himself asserts 
that he is both a Hungarian and a Jew. He claims to be 
“Arvan” by race and a Jew by religion And so the

The editor of the German anti-Semitic paper ERWaAche, 
Miliutin Mojic, has been found guilty of defaming the 
Jewish Community by the publication of forged quotations 
from the Talmud, and has been fined 600 dinars 

fhe action against the editor (referred to in last week's 
CHRONICLE) was brought by the Union of. Yugoslay 
Jewish Communities. Members of the Theological Faculty 
of Belgrade University, who were asked to adjudicate as 
experts in the case, found that the “ Talmudic” passages 
quoted by Erwacne were forgeries and that the articles 
containing these forgeries were libellous. 


ITALIAN TRAINING FARM CLOSED DOWN 


One of the two Jewish agricultural training schools in 
Italy has been closed by the police. The school, which ts 
in a Pisa suburb, gave training to seventeen Italian-Jewish 
vouths, all of whom were compelled to return to their 
homes. 

No explanation could be elicited from police authorities 
of the reason for their action. The second school, which 
is still functioning, is also in the neighbourhood of Pisa. 

It is thought that this latest action against Italian Jews 
is intended to serve no other purpose than to bear out 
recent assertions in the Italian Press that there has been 
no modification of the racial policy. 

Von Ribbentrop, the Nazi Foreign Minister, is shortly visiting 
Rome, where he will open a Nazi exhibition on the origins of 
the war. It will be in three sections—anti-capitalist, anti- 
Marxist, and anti-Semitic. 


DUKE ERNST VON HOHENBERG 


Dachau Victim Who Befriended Jews 
NAZI LIE NAILED 


Some weeks ago, newspapers in England and abroad 
reported that Duke Ernst von Hohenberg, son of the Arch- 
duke Franz Ferdinand, whose assassination at Sarajevo 
precipitated the last war, had died in the Dachau concen- 
tration camp. And now it ts officially denied in Berlin that 
Duke Ernst had died in the concentration camp or that 
he had ever been there. 

Our former Vienna correspondent, who spent six months 
in Dachau and seven months in Buchenwald, writes: 

It is impossible, of course, to verify the news of Duke 
Ernst’s death. But it ts a fact that he was in the Dachau 
camp for at least twelve months. I was taken to Dachau 
on April 2, 1938, and at that time both Duke Ernst and his 
brother Duke Max were already there. . They arrived about 
a week before the first group of political prisoners, with 
whom I came. Everybody in the camp knew and loved 
them and they were always ready to help Jewish fellow- 
victims. The Nazis forced them to do the most disgusting 
work, which was generally reserved for Jews. 1 left Dachau 
for Buchenwald on September 22, 1938, as all the Jews 
were transferred to Buchenwald. Both the Hohenbergs were 
still in Dachau on that date. 

After 1 was released | met many of the Jews who had 
been taken to Dachau after November 10, the day of the 
nation-wide pogroms. All. of them told me that Ernst was 
still in Dachau. Among those November prisoners were 
men who did not leave the camp tll March, 1939. None 
of them said that Ernst had been released, although I asked 
everyone about his fate, being much interested tn whether 
that noble man be saved from the Dachau. hell.

VIENNA WITHOUT JEWS 
Tile Your, Next Year? 


The VoerkiscHer Breoracnrer of Vienna publishes figures 
showing that Vienna, which formerly had a Jewish popu- 
lation of 185,000, now has only 52,000 Jews left, 

Commenting on these figures, the BeopacnTerR says that 
if it were not for the war Goering’s plan of making Vienna 
a city entirely without Jews would have been carried out 
one hundred per cent. 

“ But.” adds the paper, “ war or no war, there will not be 
a single Jew left in Vienna next year.” 


STREET SCENE IN VIENNA 


The scene is a street in Vienna, in the 10th district. An 
elderly woman, Wilhelmina Korn, aged about filty, is being 
paraded through the street with a huge placard hung round 
her shoulders reading: “ | am a German swine who has been 
friendly to Jews.” 

This “ cultured “ Nazi spectacle was ordered as a punish- 
ment of Frau Korn for having sold a litre of milk to a 
Jewish woman neighbour, in contravention of the Nazi 
regulations forbidding the sale of milk and butter to Jews. 
She had to pay for her kindness with this public 
humiliation. 

It appears, however, that this kind of punishment has 
become so frequent in Vienna of late that it has lost not 
only its novelty but also its sting. Mast of the people 
who lined the street watching the spectacle of Frau Korn 
marching quietly along the street did not jeer, as the 
Gestapo expected them to do, but looked on silently at this 
brave woman who had done a good deed in the land of 
the Nazis and was paying for it. 


NO FLOWERS, BY ORDER 


Dit KRONENZEITUNG, Of Vienna, reports with indignation 
the discovery by the Gestapo in Munich of an “Aryan” 
society whose chief aim apparently was to place flowers 
and wreaths upon the graves of Bavarian Jews who had 
been murdered or tortured to death by the Nazis. 

Ihe society (illegal, of course). whose members were 
mostly women, had as its leader Frau Johanna Schmiedel, 
who, it 1 declared, was arrested together with thirty other 
members. 


LITHUANIAN-JEWISH FRIENDSHIP 
A Vilna Demonstration 


An imposing meeting to demonstrate Lithuanian-Jewish 
friendship was staged in Vilna last week at a meeting 
arranged by the Vilna Jewish Community in connection 
with the celebration of the Lithuanian Day of Independence. 

The meeting was opened by Dr. Wygodzki, President of 
the Vilna Jewish Community, and among the prominent 


Lithuanians present were M. Jukantas, Minister of Educa-— 


tion; M. Staszys, Mayor of Vilna: Colonel Kaunas, Com- 
mander of the Lithuanian troops in the city; and M. 
Bizauskas, the Vice-President, who expressed the hope that 
the Jewish minority would live a happy and free life. The 
meeting concluded with the singing of the Lithuanian 
national anthem and Hatikvah. 

The Jewish Press, in leading articles, thanks the Govern- 
ment for its friendly treatment of refugees. A _ special 
service has been held at the Great Synagogue. 

Dr. Simon Beliackin, a Jewish professor, has been elected 
President of the Lithuanian Lawyers’ Association. 

The Jewish Scientific Institute of Vilna has resumed its normal 
functioning. One of its principal directors, Dr. Zalmen Raizen, 
is imprisoned in Kiev, and another, Dr. Weinreich, is in 
Denmark, but is soon to return to his post. Arrangements have 
been made to make full use of the presence in Vilna ol a 
number of leading Jewish writers.

FORMER ANTI-SEMITE’S 
APOLOGY 


Polish General’s ** Past Mistakes ”’ 
POGROMS AND DISCRIMINATION. 


In a statement in the Detrorr News, General Josef 
Haller, who is now on a mission to the United States on 
behalf of the Polish Government, has made an attempt to 
dispel the unfavourable impression of his own former anti- 
Semitic activities. 

ie condemned the Polish Government of General Slawo}- 
Skladkowski for having failed to come to an agreement 
with the Jews for an amicable settlement of their differences, 
and said the best guarantee that discrimination would not 
be revived in a restored Poland was the fact that “as soon 
as Hitler marched into Poland the Ukrainians, the Jews, 
the White Russians, and the other minorities forgot their 
differences with the Polish Government and fought shoulder 
to shoulder against the alien invaders. They fell fighting 
together on the same battlefields and they are now dving 
together at the hands of the Nazi firing parties.” 


What Happened in 1918 


Replying to the accusations made against him of being 
responsible for pogroms in Poland, General Haller said: 
“1 must confess that during the first years after the Great 
War. when Poland was just beginning to build up a new 
State, certain events did take place. There were all sorts of 
reasons for them. The Polish State, for instance, had to 
take severe action against the Ukrainian, Lithuanian, and 
White Russian separatists who wished to destroy the Polish 
Republic. We had to save the unity of Poland, and only 
afterwards could we come to an agreement with the 
minorities. The Jewish problem at that time was quite 
different from what it is to-day. We have never accused 
the Jews of wishing to separate themselves from Poland. 

“On the contrary,” he went on, “ Polish history shows 
that we have always treated the Jews in a liberal way. As 
a result of this liberal policy, thousands of Jews from the 
neighbouring countries began to invade Poland. Altogether, 
about 600.000 non-Polish Jews settled in Poland at that 
time They aroused a feeling of antagonism not only 
among the Poles but also among the Polish Jews. Many 
of these Jewish immigrants also brought with them Russian 
revolutionary ideas. It is true, however, that-many of 
the Polish soldiers under my command imbibed the anti 
Semitic sentiments of the Tsarist Army. All these reasons 
culminated in a clash between the different sections of the 
population, resulting in anti-Jewish excesses. I do not want 
to justify them.” 


“ Learnt a Great Deal” 


As for the dissatisfaction of the’ national minorities in 
Poland before the German invasion, General Haller said: 
“ The disagreements with the Jews concerned such ques- 
tions as kasher meat, the Jewish urge for higher education, 
which led to the overcrowding of our universities with 
Jewish students out of all proportion to the actual size 
of the Jewish population, and so on. 

“These were all questions,” he added, “ which could have 
been easily settled amicably round a conference table, 
but the last Polish Government, of which I was not a 
member, did not believe mm reaching agreements round con- 
ference tables.- They tried to suppress all parties. The 
Opposition was not allowed freedom of speech. The Jews

now states that it has received through the French post an 


felt that they were being discriminated against and quite 
naturally resented such a state of affairs. 

“Much as I may dislike it,” General Haller concluded, 
“1 must confess that life in Poland before the German 
invasion was in a state of chaos, from which the national 
minorities as well as the Polish opposition parties suffered 
much. The war made us forget our differences and take 
up arms against our common enemy. I believe that those 
of us who survive the great catastrophe will emerge from 
it much better men. The Poles have learnt a great deal 
from our national disaster of the patriotism and loyalty 
of our minorities.”

FUGITIVES TO LITHUANIA 


Child-Murder on Frontier 


SURVIVORS’ DESPERATE PLIGHT 


A group of Jews were fleeing before the Nazis to the 
Russian frontier. (To get to Lithuania they have to 
cross two frontiers—the Russo-German and the Russo- 
Lithuanian.) One old man was carrying his grandchild 
and so could not keep pace with the others. In reply 
to repeated Nazi jostlings, he cried: “ But can’t you see 
I am carrying a child?” A Nazi thereon snatched the 
infant from him and, shooting it, said: ‘ Now, old man, 
you can keep up with the others.” 

Another party were being driven over the border at 
night when they stumbled and fell into a ditch filled 


with mud. The Nazis passed on and left them. Some 
got out; many did not. Hundreds died horribly in 
this way. 


These ghastly incidents were related to me this week 
(writes a Jewish CHRONICLE representative) by Mr. A. M. 
Kaizer. the General Secretary of the Polish Refugee Fund, 
who has just returned from Vilna, where he has been 
organising relief for Jews and non-Jews. 

The latest official figures that Mr. Kaizer has available 
show that there are 14,000 Jewish refugees from Poland in 
Lithuania. Of these, 11,000 are in the Vilna area and over 
2.500 in Kaunas. They are now being dispersed over the 
country. Besides these refugees, there are in Vilna some 
30,000 Jewish war sufferers—people who had always lived 
in that town but who have lost all work and livelihood as 
a result of recent events. Their position is so desperate that 
“they are envying the refugees because they have got a 
meal a day.” There are 16,000 Polish non-Jewish refugees 
and 45.000 war sufferers. 


Jews’ Eyes Put Out 


Continuing his narrative, Mr. Kaizer said that the refugees 
who were caught at the border were not only stripped naked 
and assaulted by the Nazis. It was a common practice to 
pierce one eye: and in Lithuania Mr. Kaizer saw many 
people who had been so wounded. 

Notwithstanding all this, he went on, the spirit of these 
men and women was so strong that many smuggled them- 
selves back into Nazt-occupied territory in order to save a 
father, a mother, or a child. 

The conditions for them in Vilna were far from good. 
There was a lack of food, although about fifty feeding 
centres were being established. Twenty people in one 
room was not uncommon; and as there was also a lack of 
bedding. sleep has to be arranged in shifts. Despite a 
temperature of 37° below zero, many still walked about 
in their summer raincoats. 


Shrouds for the Living 


At one meeting of the Vilna Relief Committee that he 
attended. Mr. Kaizer noticed that one item on the agenda 
was: “Shrouds of the Burial Society.” On inquiry, he 
was told that people we.e going about for weeks wearing 
their only shirt. Linen was unobtainable, but ‘the Burial 
Society, it was pointed out, had fifteen pieces of linen to 
be used for shrouds for the dead. So these clothes of 
the dead were borrowed to make garments for the living! 

Ihe morale of the people Mr. Kaizer found to be hign. 
They were organising lectures, and there were a large 
number of English classes, for many hoped to go to 
Palestine or to the British Colonies. There were many who 
could not leave the country, although they had permission 
to go and the necessary papers, because they are Poles of 
military age. 

However. as a result of long negotiations with the Lithu- 
anian Government—Mr. Kaizer saw the leading Ministers. 
including the Prime Minister—arrangements were made 
for facilitating emigration. The Government had decided 
to give official recognition to Mr. Kaizer’s Committee, and 


agreed to contribute fifty per cent. of all the money brought 
into the countrys 


Mr. Kaizer helped in making arrangements for the alloca=*" 


tion of £12,000, which includes the Government contribu- 
tion, for two months for Jews and non-Jews. The Jewish 
share was spent on opening workshops, providing food and 
clothing. and helping refugees to Palestine. “ That.” Mr. 


Kaizer emphasised, “is only the beginning. The work must 
g0 on.”

Here we have revealed a state of things whose con- 
tinued development may well leave deeper scars on 
the nation’s future even than the tragic struggle 
which engrosses the country’s whole thoughts and 
energies. 

But substitute in these remarks the word “ Jew” 
for “Christian” and they remain painfully true, 
every word and syllable of them. Large numbers of 
our Jewish children too are being brought up without 
religious instruction. Many of them would be puzzled 
to say why we keep this or that Fast or Festival, and 
would show a total ignorance of the Bible. — They, 
too, “had never been taught to pray.” And the 
dismal iteration could be carried further, for while 
unquestionably the religious tuition given in many 
Jewish schools is excellent, within the stringent limits 
prescribed, yet this does not alter the grim fact that 
in a Community professedly of the Jewish faith there 
is a system of Jewish education which allows many 


Jewish citizens of the future to have a purely heathen 


upbringing. 

That this dark parallelism does exist can bring no 
balm to the wounded conscience of Jews who care 
for their people. We grow no better merely because 
others are just as badly off. But the similarity of 
conditions does, at any rate, suggest common causes 
—dcauses which are known of all men. On the one 
hand, scholars and scientists have battered at 
accepted beliefs, while their later admission that this 
did not affect essential religion has not had time to 
sink into or be driven into the popular consciousness. 
On the other hand, there has gone, with the increased 
opening up of the earth’s riches, a not unreasonable 
longing to share in the wealth; and men_ to-day 
their former faiths and ideals weakened, have thrown 
themselves with almost concentrated ardour into the 
struggle to get and to “ get on,” an attitude of mind 


which is largely an inheritance from the Victorian 
age. Side by side with this has gone an identification 
of spiritual leaders in all creeds with the materially 
successful and their established ideas, which has 
debased their status and shaken faith. Although 
efforts have been made, here and there, to attune 
religious thought and practice to wider knowledge 
and practical necessity, such steps have been resisted, 
and the guardians of Judaism, in particular, have 
thought to keep the faith more or less static despite 
the fact that it must live in a shifting world of 
thought. The result has been unchecked drift and 
religious chaos. 

In the brave new world that is to be born out of 
the present travail and anguish there will be many 
devastating wrongs to set right. Is any of them 
comparable in magnitude and gravity with the sur- 
vival into the new order of a Community whose 
mission is essentially religious but which itself ts 
largely pagan at heart? Herein, indeed, is a mighty 
task to which our Community must instantly address 
itself, or-deserve to perish. What can it do to fashion 
a better Jewry? There is, at least, one task of 
commanding importance. Of all the causes of reli- 
gious decadence enumerated above the most potent 
and the most deadly is the hold which the materialist 
conception of life has fastened upon our people. 
Chameleon-like, they have inevitably in this respect 
taken on the colour of their environment. It 1s 1m- 
perative that the hold of this fatal obsession should 
be weakened. We must provide our youth with other 
ideals than material prosperity to fire their imagina- 
tion and enthusiasm, and harness them to nobler 
purposes. And where can we better find such an 
ideal than in the spiritual teachings of our own 
Jewish faith, those teachings which for gencrations 
inspired millions of non-Jews? 

Ihe idea that a Jew is all he should be if he ts 
loval to his race must be discarded as a mischievous 
half-truth. We have to bring our children back to 
the religious principles taught by our prophets and 
sages, to stamp out the fallacy that religious instruc- 
tion can be treated as only a negligible element in 
education rather than as a vital factor, to prove to our 
youth that Judaism, in its deepest strivings, is not an 
outmoded museum-piece to be derided or scrapped, 
but a living and livable way of life upon which the 
happiness of. the individual as well as a better inter- 
national order can be truly built. Give to the young 
a burning pride in that faith. Let them be reared in 
the conviction that it is something worth hving for 


and working for, something whose teachings they are - 


bound by every consideration of honour and human 
destiny to carry to others and proclaim in their own 
life.

THE BOARD TO REFORM ITSELF 


THe Committee has approved a proposal to inquire 
into the method of representation on the Board and to 
suggest possible reforms. This is, of course, a very old 
question. It is common knowledge that the present 
electoral system is not merely an anachronism but a 
screaming farce. Synagogues do not.claim their full 
representation because of the cost it entails to their 
exchequer. Often the election ts a bargain by which 
the appointed delegate gets the honour and himself 
pays the fees, Obviously, in those circumstances, he 
can hardly be called to account for his votes, even 
if his insufficiently interested constituents were inclined 
to do so. In fact, the whole system is a negation not 
only of democracy but of efficiency and should have 
been turned inside out decades ago. 


THE COMMUNITTY’S INDIFFERENCE 

But the truth of the matter lies in the fact that large 
numbers m the Community Know little or nothing about 
the Board, and therefore care, if possible, still less about it. 
Somehow, if a drastic. reform ts to be accomplished, 
English Jewry must be made Deputies-conscious. It 
must be brought by closer contact, with the Board's 
leaders to a fuller knowledgs of what it does and 
stands for, and of how its policies and actions may con- 
tinuously and materially react on the daily lives of 
every one of us. And simultaneously there must be a 
resolute effort to bring into the Board's service more of

THE BOARD TO REFORM ITSELF 


THe Committee has approved a proposal to inquire 
into the method of representation on the Board and to 
suggest possible reforms. This is, of course, a very old 
question. It is common knowledge that the present 
electoral system is not merely an anachronism but a 
screaming farce. Synagogues do not.claim their full 
representation because of the cost it entails to their 
exchequer. Often the election ts a bargain by which 
the appointed delegate gets the honour and himself 
pays the fees. Obviously, in those circumstances, he 
can hardiy be called to account for his votes, even 
if his insufficiently interested constituents were inclined 
to do so. In tact, the whole system is a negation not 
only of democracy but of efliciency and should have 
been turned inside out decades ago. 


THE COMMUNITY'S INDIFFERENCE 

But the truth of the matter lies in the fact that large 
numbers in the Community Know little or nothing about 
the Board, and therefore care, if possible, still less about it. 
Somehow, if a drastic.retorm is to be accomplished, 
English Jewry must be made Deputies-conscious. It 
must be brought by closer contact, with the Board's 
leaders to a fuller knowledgs of what it does and 
stands for, and of how its policies and actions may con- 
tinuously and materially react on the daily lives of 
every one of us. And simultaneously there must be a 
resolute effort to bring into the Board's service more of 
the ablest men in our midst, and, then to accord 
them the status and the liberty to which their gifts 


entitle them. These things done, it is conceivable | 


that the prestige and authority of the Board would grow, 
and, with them, its power. Then, too, the revenue shortage 
which has been such a handicap in the past would be 
on the way to removal. The Committee is wisely con- 
sidering that handicap. It knows that without the 
sinews of war all talk of action is futile. Merely to 
rely on the munificence of a few is to make democratic 
progress an idle and senseless dream. 


ONE POLISH ANTI-SEMITE RECANTS 


GENERAL Joser HALLER, once a Polish anti-Semite, 
is Now in the United States on behalf of his Government, 
and has seized the opportunity publicly to abjure his 
anti-Semitic past, in a statement to the American Press. 
He did not want, he said, to justify the past anti-Jewish 
excesses.’ The “ disagreements” with the Jews could 
have been easily and amicably settled round a con- 
ference table, if the last Polish Government had 
believed in that way to harmony. As it was, the Jews 
continued to feel that they were being discriminated 
against and quite naturally they resented such a state 
of affairs. But the war had changed all that. All 
the minorities had joined the Government against 
the German invaders. “ They fell fighting together on 
the same battlefields, and they are now dying together 
at the hands of the Nazi firing parties.” That was 
the best guarantee that discrimination would not be 
revived in a restored Poland. Well, one can only hope 
that these welcome sentiments, natural in the free 
country in which they were expressed, are something 
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more than a passing phase. and that later on we shall 


not be troubled with a situation reminiscent of the 
old lines: 


When the devil was sick the devil a monk would be. 
When the devil was well the devil a monk was he! 
The Polish Government has it in its power to prevent 


any such unpleasant and disappointing relapse into 
the old ways. | 


ANTI-SEMITISM WON POLAND FOR THE NAZIS 

One other remark of the General jis particularly to 
the point just now. He had to confess, he said. that 
life in Poland before the German invasion was in a state 
of chaos, from which the national minorities as well 
as the Polish Opposition parties suffered much. Quite 
so! Nazi propaganda had run amok. Stirring up 
strife and sapping the national fabric until it was so 
incapable of resistance that the aggressors. marched 
in and brutally took possession. Create chaos and 
then march; divide and rule! These blatant Nazi 
tactics worked miracles on the hate-racked and 
debilitated Poland. Let other peoples behold, and take 
warning in good time! The peril is éverywhere, far— 
and near! 


“ UNFINISHED VICTORY ” 


UNDER this title a book has been recently published 
from the pen of the well-known historian Mr. Arthur 
Bryant. It ts subjected to a critical examination in 
our columns this week by a careful expert, and we 
commend the analysis to the close attention of our 
readers. Briefly, the volume amounts in the reviewer's 
opinion to nothing but a defence of the Nazi policy in 
Germany. Fhough published since the war began, it was 
written, with the exception of the preface, before it 
started. The responsibility for its issue is, there seems 
no reason to doubt, a heavy one. For if anything 
is calculated to divide the country and shake its 
determination to prosecute the war, it 1s. this extra- 
ordinary apology for Hitler, coming as it does from one 
who is associated in the public mind with political leaders 
and influential circles. Certain it is that if Mr.-Bryant 
had been a German subject writing of the British case 
in this way in Germany he would long ago have been 
added to the victims of one of the Nazi concentration 
camps. For views and opinions there must always be 
the utmost liberty. But Mr. Bryant's sin ts that in 
putting forward these views he has repeated a large 
number of Nazi falschoods, thus giving the cachet of 
his reputation to a good deal of the Nazi falsifications 
on which Goebbels’ propaganda depends for tts success 


A BLOW AT THE HOME FRONT 


THE most extraordinary aspect of the book itself 
is that, in our reviewer's words, to refute Ils muisstate- 
ments. and half-truths would need a whole volume. 
Some of the examples he gives, and corrects out of the 
depths of his own knowledge, are nothing short of 
startling. Almost every anti-Jewish allegation sent out 
of the busy Nazi propaganda factory ts accepted with- 
out question. Rarely does the author quote his authority 
for his charges, and only the reviewer's industry and 
command of the facts has enabled him to trace their 
source to the Nazi Institut zum Studium der Judentrage. 


These allegations, rebutted, one by one, by our con- 
tributor. are swallowed at a gulp, despite the now well- 
established mendacity of the Nazis. This book, in 
short, is a sheer godsend to the anti-Jewish clements in 
this country, who, constanily praung that the war 1s 
a Jewish war, will now be able, on the authority of a 
British historian. to wheedle the public with untrue and 
reckless tales about the:kind of people for whom. the 
British youth are supposed io be dying and the reasons 
for the ‘Hitlerist policy ot persecution, Judged in that 
light, the book is, in plain language, a serious blow at the 
home front. 


According to the latest edition of “Who's Who, 
Mr. Bryant has been a Governor ol the Bonar Law 
College at Ashridge since 19>! and Educational Adviser 
since 1929, This institution was crested for the pur- 
pose of educating its students 1" § onservati ve principles. 
It is for its responsible authorities to say whether the 
inclusion in its personne! of an individual adopting 
Mr. Bryant’s attitude is likely to conduce to ils welfare, 
Or is consonant with Conservative let alone British 
ideas. It is certainly an invitation lor attack on ihe 
present predominantly Conservallve C,overnment, and 
therefore a threat to the national unity.

M. JAN MASARYK IN MANCHESTER 
Appeal for Youth Aliyah 


[From our Correspondent} 


M. Jan Masaryk, formerly Czech Ambassador in 
London, received a great welcome when he attended the 
luncheon at the Midland Hotel last week in aid of the 
Youth Aliyah funds. The function was organised by 
the Manchester Women’s Appeal Committee for Jewish 
Child Victims of Persecution. 

M. Masaryk said that the: nations had now the last 
opportunity to save European civilisation and to preserve 
the sanctity of the human soul. Nazism and similar move- 
ments denied the elementary rights of man and tended to 
rear generations of absolute barbarians. 

“IT am a European,” went on M. Masaryk, “ and to speak 
of ‘Aryan’ and *non-Aryan’ people is utter nonsense. 
happen to be a non-Jew and | work for the Jews, you 
happen to be Jews and you work for the non-Jews. Your 
cause is my cause and I think we are all trying to do our 
best for humanity as a whole. I lived in Germany before 
the Hitler regime,” he said, “ and I hope to live there again 
after it has gone. After the war is won militarily by the 
Allies, we must appeal to the better side of the German 
people, to the land and the countrymen of Goethe, Kant, 
Einstein, Mendelssohn, and Thomas Mann—not of the 
cowardly and brutal gangsters who are now in power over 
there.” 

Alderman J. A. Webb, M.B.F.. J.P. (the Mayor of Salford), 
who presided, said that he sympathised completely with the 
aims of the Appeal Committee, and he looked forward to 
the day when persecution of any race or creed would be a 
matter of the past 


Mr. C. B. Cochran's Appeal 


Mr. CC. B. Cochran, the producer, who deputised for 
Miss Pamela Frankau, said that he knew that his own 
abhorrence of tyranny and his love of freedom were shared 
by every decent British man and woman. He used to think 
that the stories of the persecution of the Jews in Germany 
were exaggerated, but he had been astounded at the horrible 
things he had heard of at first-hand from personal friends 
of his, German-Jewish artists, writers, and musicians, who 
had experienced that persecution. What had been happening 
to others on the Continent would also happen to all of 
them in England if the Nazis were allowed to have their 
own way. Shortly, concerts would be given in many British 
cities by distinguished artists in aid of the Eddie Cantor 
Fund, and he urged the public to support them. 

Mrs. I. M. Sieff described the Committee's work, and 
Canon Peter Green said that Nazism was the most beastly 
exhibition of cold-blooded cruelty that human history had 
known. He was glad they had all come together that day, 
Jews and Christians, to bear witness to the dignity of man 
and the unity. of the human race. 

Mrs. P. Ll. Wigoder, a Treasurer of the Committee, 
announced that the function had brought in the sum of 
£600. She paid a tribute to Mrs. Horace Blond for her 
unremitting work in organising the luncheon, and to Mrs. 
J. Meek, who in a few days had brought in the sum of £100 
for the Fund. 


FRIENDS OF HEBREW UNIVERSITY 
A Cultural Focus 


A report on the development of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity in Jerusalem was given by Mr. Chaim Raphael, 
Cowley Lecturer in Hebrew at Oxford, to a meeting of 
the Manchester Friends of the Hebrew University at 
Maccabean House, Cheetham Hill Road, on Sunday. 
Dr. P. I. Wigoder presided. ee 

Mr. Raphael said that the leaders of University life in 
Jerusalem, and the students themselves, were far more 
bound up with the general life of their country than most 
university people were elsewhere. The reason was because 
usually in Palestine the man in the street was of a high 
intellectual standard and academic matters were not remote 
things to him. The extension lectures given by University 
professors in the various Jewish settlements also served to 
establish close contact. 

Besides the scientific work which was being done and 
which benefited the entire country, added Mr. Raphael, the 
University was in a position to influence the whole intellec- 
tual advance of the Jewish population through the teachers 
whom it trained and sent out into the towns and villages. 
The students in the Arabic Department would be able to 
give valuable help towards the achievement of an under- 
standing between Jews and Arabs. 

Mr. Norman M. Jacobs, who presided at the latter part 
of the meeting. appealed to Jewish professional men and 
women who had themselves benefited by university training 
to realise the significance to Palestine and the Jewish people 
at large of the Hebrew University and to join the various 
branches of Friends of the University. 

Ihe meeting accepted with regret the resignation of 
Professor L. B. Namier from the Chairmanship of the 
Manchester Friends and authorised a suitable reorganisa- 
tion of the local Executive and Committee. Several new 
subscribers were sectired at the meeting. 

On Sunday night. Mr. Raphael addressed members of 
Manchester University Jewish Society on the work of the 
Hebrew University at a reception held at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Norman Jacobs, 86. Upper Park Road.

GLASGOW SHECHITA DISPUTE 
Butchers’ Refusal to Pay Fee 


[From our Correspondent) 


The refusal of Glasgow Jewish butchers to pay the 
Id. per Ib. Shechita fee, included in the Government's 
prices for Kasher meat, and other dillerences which have 
arisen between the local Board of Shechita and the 
butchers, were dealt with at a delegate meeting of the 
Glasgow Jewish Representative Council last week. A 
deputation of butchers attended 

Mr. B. Strump, J.P.. Chairman of the Board of 
Shechita. said that they would be unable to carry on 
without the revenue derived from the Id. per Ib. fee. 
The butchers had not paid any Shechita money since 
the maximum price list had been introduced. 

Speaking on behalf of the butchers, Mr. Jacobs said 
that the whole difficulty had ‘arisen owing to the fact that. 
while they were prepared to pay the Shechita fee on actual 
meat sold to the. public, the Board of Shechita’ were 
insisting on this fee being. paid on every pound of meat 
purchased from the wholesale: 


A Difference of Opinion 


Mr. J. Sachs. 1.P.. who presided, said that Jewish butchers 
in other parts of the country had voluntarily undertaken 
to pay the td. per Th. Shechita charge on the dead weight 
of all meat purchased. . Glasgow. butchers, however, had 
refused to pay anvthing because of a difference of opimion 
as to whether the fee should be paid on gross or net 
weight. It was possible that if they declined to pay the 
fee. the Ministry of Food would tnform them that they 
could no longer be allowed to charge the public a price 
which included this fee 


Special Committee Appointed

Lord Provost's Tribute to Local 
Community 


“We must go on with our work of human salvace— 
plucking women and children out of the burning hell of 
Central Europe.’ This statement was made by Mrs. I. M. 
Sieff. President of the British Women’s Appeal Committee, 
when she spoke last week at a luncheon held in the 
Grosvenor Restaurant, Glaseow, organised. by the Glascow 
branch of the Women’s Appeal Committee in aid of 
Polish-Jewish reftigee children [he Lord Provost of 
Glasgow, Mr. P. J. Dollan. presided 

Mr. ©. B. Cochran, who deputised for M. Jan Masarvk. 
announced that £860 had been realised from the function, 
including a. donation of. 100 guineas from Mrs. Pearl 

Merrens. 

Mr. Dollan declared that the Jewish people had alwavs 
done all they could, not only for Jewish refugees, but for 
others, and he wished that all sections of the community 
were as generous towards all causes as the Jewish citizens 
were. Glasgow supported the Committee wholeheartedly. 

At a Council meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians, 
Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P.. the Treasurer, said that income 
for December. amounted to £963 and the expenditure to 
£344. There was a heavy decline in the income for 
January, the total being £225, as against £401 for the same 
period last year. Of the sum of £225, £200 had been 
received trom the Board of Guardians Auxiliary, leaving 
an ordinary income for the month of only £25. The 
expenditure was £296, as compared with £350 in January, 
1939. 

Arrangements are being made to compile a register of 
Glasgow residents who are prepared to offer hospitality 
in their homes, particularly on Friday nights or Saturdays, 
to Jewish members of H.M. Forces. This intimation was 
made at a meeting of the Jewish War Services Committee,

The discussion 
followed the announcement by the Chief Rabbi-and the 
London Beth Din in connection with the matzo supply;

endeavour to persuade the great Jewish public institu- 
tions to use only those matzot which were sanctioned 
by the responsible authorities. 

\ proposal to hold the annual charity boxing tournament 
in aid of the Soldiers Comforts Fund and the Red Cross 
Fund was. discussed This tournament, which is usually 
devoted to a large number of Jewish and non-Jewish 
charities in the city, is to be held this year for the sole 
benefit of the above-named funds. As the consent of the 
various charities had been obtamed to this new arrange- 
ment, it was felt that the Representative Council should not 
take any further action in the matter. 

On the other hand, the Executive made an earnest appeal 
to the Jewish Community to see that in the stress of war 
conditions the charitable and religious institutions of the 
city should not be allowed to suffer. 7

DANUBE CLOSED TO FLEEING 
JEWS 


British Government’s Pressure 
RUMANIAN ZIONISTS ACCEPT 


According to a report from Bucharest, the Rumanian 
Government has put a stop to the smuggling of Jews 
along the Danube through Rumania on their way to 
Palestine, following a request by Britain. 

The Zionist Organisation in Rumania, which ts said 
to have given support to this smuggling, has agreed 
to discontinue its support. At the same time, the 
Rumanian Government has agreed to permit the 
Organisation to collect money in Rumania for recon- 
struction work in Palestine. It is stipulated that all 
collectors must carry in their possession a_ valid 
authorisation from the Zionist Organisation and have 
the approval of the Rumanian authorities 

In authoritative circles in London tt ts not denied that 
the British Government has been trying for a long time 
to induce the Rumanian Government to stop the passage 
of refugees intending to enter Patestine illegally. 

The 2,000 refugees recently marooned on the frozen 
Danube have now reached Palestine. They were picked 
up by a Turkish collier and were landed from rowing 
boats under cover of darkness. 


17,000 IN SHANGHAL 
Majority Dependent on Relief 
CHINESE KINDNESS 


Over 17,000 refugees were admitted to Shanghai during 
1939. -7.000 of them are now receiving free meals at the 
canteens organised by the Jewish Relief Committee. About 
3,000 have established themselves tn various trades, or have 
obtained employment. 7,000 depend on local relief and 
have only slight prospects of obtaining employment. Most 
of them are quartered in Hongkew, which ts under Japanese 
jurisdiction 

Special artisan classes have been opened for the younger 


refugees by local relief committees. These classes, however, 


have no proper equipment, because of lack of means. Six 
different newspapers are published for the refugees in 
Shanghai, namely. the SHANGHAL JewisH CHRONICLE, which 
appears twice daily, the SHanGHat Post. the Acut Une 
ABENDBLATT, the SHANGHAI Wocue, the Getse Post, and the 
JUEDISCHES GE MEINDEBLATT. 

Ihe legal status of the retugees in Shanghai does not differ 
from that of other Europeans, and the Chinese population 
has shown great friendship to them. Unfortunately, almost 
all the well-to-do districts round Shanghai are occupied by 
Japanese, who do not admit Jewish holders of German 
passports and Stateless Jews to Northern or Southern China. 
or Manchukuo. Holders of Hungarian, Polish, and Czecho- 
slovakian passports, however, are permitted by the Japanese 
to settle throughout the parts of China controlled by them.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK _ 


People Set on Mischief 


Although only six months have passed since Europe 
was plunged into the horrors of war and strife, since 
hatred heaped high the barriers separating man from 
man. we can already look back upon the period between 
the close of the last world conflagration and the begin- 
ning of the present hostilities with something of histori- 
cal perspective The years from 1918 to 1933 have 
formed themselves in our minds into something of an 
historical entity, and this is nowhere more clearly shown 
than in the repeated utterances of criticism and remorse 
concerning lost opportunities in that time. 

To the mind which can look back upon that period 
in the light of religious faith and guided by the great 
religious experience enshrined in Jewish teaching, the 
period between the wars will stand out as an awful 
warning and an unanswerable confirmation of the great 
truths upon which his religion is based. For those years. 
were the years of the ideologies—that ugly word which 
attached itself to some of the greatest self-delusions that 
have ever afflicted humanity. And he would be utter- 
ing but the truth were he to speak of it as a period of 
idolatry. 

This Sabbath we read in the Book of Exodus how the 
Children of Israel, newly liberated from Egyptian 
bondage, could not wait for the Laws of God to be given 
to them but fell rapidly into heathenish practice. Before 
the Tables could be brought to them they had hastened 
to fashion and worship a golden image, casting decency 
and truth aside and rejoicing in the new god they had 
set up with their own hands. The old, old lesson in 
this account bears a poignant message to humanity 
to-day. For disregard of the great unoltering truths, 
the setting up of false if temporarily convenient stan- 
dards, man-made and man-faulty, has led inevitably and 
swiftly to the horrible climax of war, where man must 
slay his fellow-man and the shadow of poverty and 
want casts darkness over more and more of the peoples. 

Yet another feature of the present catastrophe finds 
a clear lesson in the story of the golden calf. Great 
efforts were made when at last the democratic nations 
had to issue the cry: “ Who is on the Lord’s side?” 
to separate the responsibility of the leaders of idolatry 
from their alleged victims, the people whom they had 
led. But how far can that separation be truthfully 
maintained’ No people can be driven against their will 
to the paths of idolatry which lead inevitably to the 
bestial cruelty and utter depravity which vast numbers 
of the German people have achieved. 

“Thou knowest the people, that they are set on 
mischief.” Aaron’s words are applicable to-day as ever. 
Always will the people “ be set on mischief” when the 
great truths of religion are thrown aside and man-made 
idols are set up in their place. The presence of a 
Fuhrer to incite them ‘n their mischief, or of an Aaron 
who 1s content to do their bidding, only affects the 
speed of their decline. The ultimate responsibility must 
rest with the people, and no power of man can alter 
this. When we read of the inhuman cruelty of hundreds 
of Hitler's bandits in the stricken land of Poland, we 
must recognise that such fiendish delight in human 
suffering in so many Nazi hearts could not have sprung 
solely from the inspiration of their perverted leader. 

One of the most comforting features in this tragic 
war ts the absence of vengefulness which has marked 
the attitude of those peoples who are in very truth 
fighting the Lord’s battle that the hideous Nazi machine 
Shall be destroyed. The very desire on the part of 
leaders and thinkers amongst the Allies to examine their 
own faults of the past so that they shall not be repeated 
has testified to a humbleness of spirit which can hold 
no wish for revenge. But that examination will fail if 
it does not reveal in the hearts of those who search 
the stark facts which are at the root of our present 
tragedy. Somehow, at all costs, the hateful Nazi 
idolatry must be stamped out—but, even more 
important, idolatry in ali its protein shapes must be 
engaged. Those nations with the best records have at 
least been guilty of the weakness of Aaron, have yielded 
to popular pressure against ethical principles, have 
sought to be clever rather than good, or have taken 
the easy path instead of the stern road of righteous- 
ness. Somehow, the responsibility of the peoples must 
be brought home to the peoples, and the insidious evil 
of shifting that responsibility on to a leader or leaders 
must come to be known as the direct route to disaster. 
if out of all this misery a sober realisation amongst men 
arises that the old and simple wisdom of God's Law 
is the basis, the only basis, of man’s happiness, then 
truly shall we be stepping towards that magic “world of 
progress” which years of disappointment and folly have 
made a phrase of derision.

Meeting of London Lodges 


A Conterence of London Lodge Officers was held 
at headquarters, Absa House, 46, Commercial Road, 
E., recently. Bro. M. Cash, Grand President, occupied 
the Chair, supported by Bro. B. Simmonds. Grand Vice- 
President, and Bro. S. Binderman, Grand Treasurer. 
The gathering included representatives of twenty-two 
lodges, and many members of the Executive Council. 

Bro. Cash said that the present conditions demanded 
a periodical interchange of views between those entrusted 
with the administration of the Order and its branches. 
Day-to-day changes involved the revision of plans prepared 
to deal with undefined contingencies, and it was incumbent 
upon them to meet these changed conditions by new pro- 
visions Or modifications. 

It was further essential, he said, that opportunity should 
be afforded the sisters and brethren for regular contact, and 
as Absa House provided suitable accommodation for meet- 
ings and gatherings of all kinds, he hoped officers would 
favourably consider the possibility of joint meetings, to be 
followed, say, by a simple social function. 

The suggestion was well received and there is every 
prospect that a number of such joint meetings will be held. 


Establishing Comforts Fund 


Bro. B. Simmonds outlined a scheme for. the establishment 
of a Comforts Fund. Several lodges, he said, were actively 
engaged in providing comforts for serving members, and it 
was desirable that other branches copy their example. A 
form of co-ordination might be introduced, so that members 
of the Order, particularly in the Ladies’ Lodges, could take 
a more prominent part in that work. It would thus be 
possible to send gifts not only to members in the Forces but 
to various official agencies engaged in similar work. 

An ad hoc committee to deal with this matter was 
appointed, with a representative from each lodge in London. 

The Grand Treasurer referred to the further appeal 
launched for the refugees, and expressed the hope that 
lodge officers would do their utmost to secure continued 
support for it. 


Conditions for New Membership 


The General Secretary, Bro. H. S. Schildkraut, reported 
on a scheme for the enrolment of new members. The 
Executive Council had now approved the acceptance of 
candidates, he said, who would be subject to special con- 
ditions during the war. With regard to female members 
the conditions were almost unchanged, but for male candi- 
dates benefits were restricted and contributions slightly 
adjusted to meet the additional risks. 

At the end of the war, such members would have the 
option of reverting to the normal rates of contributions 
and benefits. 


BRIXTON SYNAGOGUE ACTIVITIES 
Mayoral Visit to Youth Centre 


[COMMUNICATED] 


The Mavor and Mayoress of Lambeth were the guests 
of the Brixton Jewish Youth Centre last Sunday, on the 
occasion of a dance held in aid of the Mayor's Troops’ 
Comforts Fund. 

Rabbi M. Swift spoke of the extremely friendly associa- 
tion between the Mayoral office and the Jewish Community. 
The Synagogue Ladies’ Guild, he said, had already dis- 
patched a large quantity of woollen garments to the Red 
Cross and, with the Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Association, 
were now working on behalf of comforts for Lambeth 
troops. A Brixton Jewish National Savings Group had also 
been formed. | 

‘n responding, the Mayor expressed his deep appreciation 
of the manner in which the Brixton Jewish Community 


associated itself with every worthy cause in the district. 


The Comforts Fund, he said, was a democratic body, and 
any Lambeth man, irrespective of race or creed, was given 
the same attention. About £3,000, he said, was needed and 
he had already received over £500 

Mr. Edgar Israel announced that as a result of the dance 
the Youth Centre would send a cheque for £10 10s. to the 
Mayor's Fund. 


Religious Facilities for Evacuees 


A meeting of parents and friends was held at the Syna- 
gogue Hall on Sunday to discuss problems of religious 
facilities for evacuated children, particularly in connection 
with Passover. 

Rabbi Swift said they dared not encourage parents to 
bring children home for Passover, but it was vital that 
facilities should be provided for every Jewish child. “It is 
not a communal problem, it is rather a parent's problem. 
He hoped that in so far as those places where Jewish 
Communities existed were concerned provision would be 
made there for evacuated children by each home offering 
to take in a number of children for the week of Pesach. 
In those districts where there were "0 Jewish Communities 
the parents should visit the homes which have offered 
hospitality and make arrangements for food and other 
Necessities to be sent for Passover week.

SECRETARYSHIP 


Retirement of Mr. Henry Isaac 


Mr. Henry Isaac, the Joint Secretary of the United 
Synagogue, is, we are informed, to retire from that 
position, and also from the post of Secretary to the 
Jewish War-Services Committee. 

The United Synagogue head office, which had been 
evacuated to the Edgware Synagogue, Mowbray Road, 
Edgware, is shortly to return to Woburn House, and Mr. 
Philip Goldberg, Joint Secretary, will then be sole 
Secretary. 

Following on Mr. Isaac's retirement from the secre- 
taryship of the Jewish War-Services Committee, Mr. 
William Hurwitz has been appointed the Committee's 
Hon. Secretary. 


THE KASHRUS COMMISSION 
Added Responsibility of Anglo-Jewry 


[COMMUNICATED] 


A meeting of the Kashrus Commission was held at the 
Great Synagogue Chambers last week. Mr. Reuben 
Lincoln, who presided, pointed out that the destruction of 
the German, Austrian, Czechoslovakian, Polish, and- Russian 
Jewries placed an added responsibility upon the conservative 
elements of Jewry in-this country. The work of the Kashrus 
Commission, he said, must still go on in spite of the diffi- 
culties created by the war. Mr. Lincoln gave a résumé of 
what had been accomplished by the Commission. Although 
public and social functions had practically disappeared, 
restaurants still functyoned and these required supervision 
and could carry on their work under the seal of the Com- 
Mission. . 

Mr. A. L. Bard and Mr. D. H. Aaron suggested the 
formation of a sub-committee to deal with the question of 
financial problems which might arise through the war. It 
was decided to hold the Licensing Sessions for 1940 at 
the end of the current month, when new licences would be 
granted to the shops and establishments under the 
Commission. 


EDGWARE ASSOCIATE SYNAGOGUE 


The Rev. Saul Amiuas, the Minister and Secretary of 
the Edgware (Associate) Synagogue, told a representative 
of THe Jewish CHRONICLE recently that all activities con- 
nected with his Congregation were almost back to pre- 
war level. There is an average attendance of 100 people 
at the Sabbath morning services: and the study circle 
which is held in the afternoon ts also well attended. The 
religion classes have more than seventy pupils on the roll. 
A series of talks on “Anglo-Jewish History” is being 
planned 

the Ladies’ Guild meets every Monday afternoon, and 
is represented on the Hendon Borough Council's effort for 
comforts for soldiers. Mowbray, the young people's society, 
has reopened for “the duration.” There is an average 
attendance of sixty to eighty people at functions. 


Ar the Jewish Free Reading Room, Adler Street, E., last 
Saturday, Mr. C. Rubin delivered a lecture on “ Modern 
Hebrew Literature.”

The Jerusalem Correspondent of THe Jewtsu CHRONICLE 
tells me that when 150 German-Jewish refugees arrived 
recently at Haifa in the Orient liner Oronsay they wrote 
to Captain E. Nicholls expressing their gratitude at the 
kind treatment they received at the hands of all the staff. 
Captain Nicholls had given facilities for Jewish services 
to be held daily in a saloon specially set aside, and, as I 
reported in January before the ship left England (although 
I could not then divulge the liners name), ample suppli-cs 
of kasher food were on board. The letter 'o Captain 
Nicholls read: 

In the name of the Jewish passengers bound for Palestine, 
the goal of their wishes, | am taking the liberty to express 
our thanks and gratefulness for the time we spent on board the 
Oronsay. It is not without deep emornon that we ieave the 
ship in which we enjoyed so much kindness from each riember 
of the crew, as well as from passengers sai'inz to farther parts 
of the British Empire. We shall all remem er with admiration 
and gratitude the safe and confident crossicz.

WE have entered into a fully 
accepted pact to respect and 
tolerate each other's points 
of view. Because we have 
our own interests and have 
tacitly understood for many 
years how important to our- 
selves are matters which may 
appear trivial to the other. 
And because we have each 
demanded and received from 
the other that understanding 
of treedom in thought and 
action to which every human 
being is entitled. 

Mothers of adolescent 
daughters constantly confide 
in me the difficulties they 
experience with their nearly 
grown-up children. Nor do 
1 need their confidences to 
bring to my notice the con- 
stant wrangling and nagging 
that go on between them. 
“I need only tell Joan,” says 
one distraught Mama, “to 
put on white shoes, for her to 
insist on wearing brown.” 
“But why tel her?” I 
inguired, and “ Why not brown shoes, 
since she and not you will wear them?” 

But the problem does not end by the 
capitulation of one side, even if that side 
is the mother. This mother, if she gives 
in to her daughter on every point, will not 
find harmony established between them, 
and if the daughter suddenly decided 
obediently to submit to the most arbitrary 
demands of her mother their relationship 
would scarcely be improved. 


From Nursery Days 


For the tcoubles that so many mothers 
have with their daughters, the discord and 
unhappiness that seem to cast a blight on 
what should be one of the most beautiful 
and satisfying human companionships, 
are aS old as the daughters themselves, 
and have their beginnings in nursery days 
It is then that so many mothers look 
upon their little daughters as particularly 
attractive animated dolls, to be dressed 


up and shown off, and then the bad 
habits of misunderstanding have theu 
origin. 


lt is in those early days that mothers 
and daughters must learn to regard one 
another as separate individuals. Mothers

must understand that the pretty chubby 
litthee person whose lisping speech Is so 
adorable is in reality a Person with her 
own affairs to attend to; and daughters, 
even little ones, must begin to regard their 
mother as something beyond a _ willing 
slave to their interests. 

When mothers ask me how I manage 
to be on such good terms with my 
daughter I take them back to the time 
when she was a toddler and tell them 
something about the fun we had together 
then. I tell them of the times when one 
of my most valued possessions was a 
“ blind eye ” which overlooked so many 
of the naughtinesses that in some homes 
cause days of upheaval and discomfort 
for all. 

I recall to them the glowing youthful 
enthusiasm with which my daughter 
greeted every new lesson, and my own 
apparent complete lack of scepticism or 


} Risit tomatoes are now expensive, green 
vegetables are scarce and poor in quality 
owing to the continued severe weather 
therefore tinned tomatoes are a boon to the 
housewile. and as thev are still vers 
moderately priced tt.would be well to add a 
few extra tins to the reserve store cupboard. 

Jomato purée has many hints 
slice a couple of onions and frv in a little 
fat till lightly browned, then add the con- 
tents of a pound tin of tomatoes and season 
with salt and pepper.

Use this for soup or sauce in vegetable or 
meat casseroles, with rice or spaghetti, for 
luncheon or supper dishes.

Risotto: add one gill of the purée to 
four ounces of cooked rice; stir in one 
ounce each of grated cheese and margarine 
and make thoroughly hot, turn on to a hot 
dish and sprinkle over another ounce of 
grated cheese.

Face Up to It 


If, up till now, you have gone the 
wrong way to work and you want to put 
things straight, you should face up to the 
errors you have made. Take a new line, 
starting from the granting of a real 
charter of human freedom to your 
daughter. At the same time make her 
understand your own claims to a life 
independent of hers, and demand her 
respect and consideration for them. The 
mother who slaves herself till she 1s sick 
for the ungrateful daughter deserves all 
she gets—and she will certainly get it. 

Most girls to-day have some career to 
follow, but that is no reason for absolving 
them from some kind of help in the home 
if their mothers do not employ maids. 
But it is so often in that domestic relation 
between mothers and daughters that the 
chief cause of friction arises. It need 
not do so, if they approach the often 
uncongenial jobs of housework with a 
mutual determination to do their far 
share. 


Willing Co-operation 


The -mother whose daughter  co- 
operates willingly with her in the chores 
may rest assured that that daughter will 
make a success of whatever other activity 
she undertakes. 

Mothers and daughters can be happy— 
even washing dishes together—if they 
know how to grasp the secret of really 
enjoying each other's company and 
fusing into their relationship the joyous 
freshness of youth and the experience 
that, alas, comes only with years.

WAR-TIME FARE 


A Tin of Tomatoes 


Macaroni and spaghetti can be treated in 
the same way. 


Leek and Tomato Pie 

Salt, pepper, breadcrumbs. A tin of tomatoes. 
Grated cheese, 3 ozs. A bunch of leeks. 

Prepare the leeks, cleaning free of grit, 
boil for ten minutes then strain (reserve 
water for stock). Cut through in halves and 
put half in a fireproof dish, cover with half 
the tomatoes, and sprinkle over half the 
cheese. Season with salt and pepper and 
repeat the layers. Sprinkle the top with 
breadcrumbs, dot with margarine, and bake 
in a moderate oven (controlled heat No. 5) 
for about forty minutes. 


Tomato Breakfast Dish 
App a dessertspoonful of cornflour 
blended with cold milk to the tomato purée, 
Stir till boiling, add two or more coarsely 
chopped hard-boiled eggs, season, and 


simmer gently for two or three minutes. 
Pour over rounds of hot toast. 


Tomato Supper Dish 


Make the tomato purée, then add six 
ounces’ of breadcrumbs, two well-beaten 
eggs, a litthe chopped parsley, salt, pepper, 
and cayenne. Mix thoroughly, and bake in 
a moderate oven till set, about forty minutes. 


Fish Ramakins 
FLAKE some cold cooked fish, moisten 
with tomato purée, heap up in greased 


individual dishes, and make hot in the oven 
or under the grill. 


Tomato and Cauliflower Soufilé 

A tin of tomatoes. Grated Cheese, 2 ozs. 

Flour, 2 ozs. Two eggs. 

Cooked cauliflower. Margarine, 2 ozs. 

STRAIN the liquid from the tomatoes and 
make up to half a pint with milk; melt the 
margarine, stir in flour smoothly, then add 
the milk and tomato juice and lightly beaten 
egg yolks; stir over a gentle heat till it 
thickens, remove from the fire, and fold in 
the cheese and stiffly whipped egg whites. 

Put the cauliflower and tomatoes in 
alternate layers in a greased soufflé dish 
pour over the sauce, and bake in a moder- 
ately hot oven for half an hour.

THE SILVERTOWN ELECTION 


Why the B.U.F. Stood 
MOSLEY’S DISTANT PURPOSE 


[From our Special Correspondent} 


The result of the Silvertown by-election is being 
declared to-day, and writing on the eve of voting, I find 
that the electors are convinced of one thing: that the 
Fascist candidate will not head the poll. 

In truth, no one—not even Mosiey—could really 
have expected him to get in. I believe that the decision 
to put Moran up was a snap one; and that it was done 
for one reason only—to give the Fascists a platform. 
With a candidate in a Parliamentary by-election, they 
had a glorious opportunity of publicly and widely 
expressing their views. The letterboxes of Silvertown 
were open to them; and they were sure that while the 
tussle was on both the national and local Press would 
mention their candidate. In any event, the whole thing 
could be used to stir the hearts of any lagging supporters. 

Moran, who has acted as B.U.F. organiser in Wales, 
was entirely unknown to the electors of Silvertown, 
where the Fascists themselves were only known locally 
by name. So far as I could gather, there has never been 
a branch of the B.U.F. in Silvertown. Moran's Central 
Committee rooms were not in Barking .Road, as were 
the Labour and Communist, but outside the con- 
stituency in Forest Gate. Moreover, those who volun- 
teered for electoral work were asked to go to Parnham 
Strect, Limehouse, which is a twopenny fare away. All 
offers of help were most gratefully received, for despite 
their brave words the Fascists were woefully short- 


handed. 
A Hostile Reception 


It was made clear at'an early stage that Moran was 
Mosley’s echo in Silvertown. This was made quite 
obvious at the meeting at Canning Town Public Hall last 
Friday night. Mosley spoke, and Moran uttered a few 
words. The hall was filled with Fascists, but this was 
not apparent to the outsider, because instructions had 
been given to them not to rise and shout “Hail Mosley ” 
or give the Fascist salute. The impression was to be 
given to the local inhabitants that Silvertown was rally- 
ing round the Blackshirts. There were very few people 
who lived in the area at the meeting. Most had 
come from Bethnal Green, Limehouse, Leyton, or 
Walthamstow. 

At outdoor meetings I visited at which Moran spoke 
he was always given a hostile reception. At Mary Street, 
Barking Road, on Tuesday, for instance, there were 
continuous hostile cries. “Get outs you b Black- 
shirt!” and “ What about your pal Hitler?” were typical. 
He made no impression whatsoever. The local working 
people would have nothing to do with Fascism, even 
if it came dressed up as “ British Union.” “* You're a 
disgrace to the working class,” was a cry that was 
received with great applause. 

(here were three planks in the Blackshirt platform-— 
peace, British Socialism, and anti-Semitism. The 
Fascists tried to take advantage of genuine peace and 
social desires, but their propaganda went unheeded. 
* You and Hitler,” one man said; “ want to make us all 
your slaves.” The Fascists also posed as the lineal 
descendants of Keir Hardie and other revered working- 
class leaders. “ British Union,” they cried, “is British 
Socialism.” “Bntish Union,” came back the answer, 
“is Fascism, and Fascism is National Socialism, and 
that means Hitler-——and we don’t want anything to do 
with him.” It is true to say that Hitler was Moran’s 
greatest liability. 


Sowing the Seed of Jew-Hatred 


Of anti-Semitism there was plenty. In his election 
address, Moran described the war as “a quarrel of 
Jewish finance ”; attacked “ the power of Jewish finance 
and international capitalism, which enslaves the people 
of Britain and of the world; and apostrophised an 
alleged “Jewish-controlled Communism ™ as “ the enemy 
of religion and the enemy of mankind.” 

In “Silvertown Dawn,” a B.U.F. election sheet, 
occurred the following purple passage: “ When the 
grime and dust and blood of battle lies caked upon the 


sons of Western man in this madness of war the 


barbaric hordes of Judaic Communism will seize the 
opportunity with Oriental cunning and skill at last to 
achieve the objective of the Jewish Communist leaders 
and overthrow Britain and Western civilisation.” There

is also an article headed: “ Foreign refugees steal your 
jobs.” 

In estimating this election, therefore, it is not sufficient 
to say: “ Well, the Blackshirt was defeated.” It must 
be clearly realised that the election address, election 
sheet, and propagandist speeches with their anti-Jewish 
lies were circularised all over the area. The seed of 
disruption has been sown. Whether Fascism will be 
able to reap from this will be determined by future 
events—in particular, the course of the war, and the 
hardships that the people may be called upon to undergo. 
With serious reverses, the seed of racial hatred may 
germinate. That is the reason, I believe, why the B.U.F. 
put up a candidate.

COOING TO THE PACIFISTS 
* Raven in Dove's Clothing ”’ 


[From a Correspondent} 


Mr. Raven Thomson, the editor of AcTION and the 
Director of Policy of the B.U.F.. has a most intimate 
bedside manner. I was one of the “ patients’ whom he 
carefully nursed at a small gathering last week. He was 
speaking on “ Fascist Economics” at the Dick Sheppard 
Memorial Centre. Queensway, Bayswategs. 

His audience were Pacifists, many of whom he knew 
were Socialists; and it was amusing to see the way he 
handled them... No words of. wrath or vengeance lett 
his lips, and the ‘Jews were not attacked except by implica- 
tion. The Blackshirts who had come to cheer him were as 
amused as | was. 

Do not mistake us, his plea ran. We are not vile 
reactionaries, we are the true Socialists. “Fascism,” he 
declared, “ts a practical form of Socialism. We stand for 
British Socialism.” By “ Socialism” he meant the co-opera- 
tion of all Britishers working together for the common 
good. It was that tvpe of Socialism, he declared, that they 
had in Germany. where “ all Germans are working together 
for the common good.” It was his tongue in his check 
which, | presume, made ut more than difficult for him to 
pronounce such words as “concentration camp,” turture,” 
persecution,” or destruction. 

io attain power, he said, they had to smash the inter- 
national financial system; and here again he was batting on 
a good wicket. For Pacifism and monetary reform usually 
go hand-in-hand nowadays. They had got to break away 
from the old international system and create a national 
system of credits and money, That could be done through 
National Socialism, on the lines that Hitler had shown. 


Promises Galore 


The “Raven in dove'’s clothing” then referred to the 
alleged control of the Jews over. finance and industry in 
Germany, and diplomatically declared: “It may not have 
been the Jews’ fault, but everyone blamed them.” As he 
is one of those who have often said that the Jews are 
inherently evil, one can gauge the cunning way in which 
this talk had been prepared 

lhe whole meeting was a good example of the way in 
which Fascism poses as the Good Fairy Wish-Fulfilment. 
Fascism is prepared to make any promises to any section 
of the community. And no doubt all disharmonies will be 
resolved once they get into power—-by means we all know of. 

| would add a warning. There is nothing that the B.U.F. 
desires more than to be regarded as a genuine left-wing 
movement; and its propaganda among the masses is aimed 
at that. The truth ts that the whole meaning and purpose 
of Fascism is the seizure and retention of power and 
privilege by a small clique who dominate and exploit the 
masses. 


MINISTERS AND BLACK SHEEP 


Mr. Sidney Salomon, Press Officer of the Board of 
Deputies, recently addressed the Jews’ College Union

FARE’S FARE 
Jews in the Taxi Trade 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


I spoke recently to a man with a grievance—against taxi- 
drivers. They were, in his eyes, “ extortionate and arrogant.” 
He could understand that, he went on, ~ because a big 
proportion of London taxi-men are now Jews. His 
suggestion was that as the able-bodied were being called up 
the Jews were stepping in and taking their jobs. 

This was all very disturbing, but turned out to be on 
inquiry a lot of nonsense. 

Mr. Cox, the Secretary of the Cab Section of the Transport 
and General Workers’ Union, explained the position to me. 
More than 2,000 taxi-cabs were being used for civil defence, 
and the result was that there were in the London area 
9 000 drivers to only 5,000 cabs. A large number of drivers 
were accordingly receiving unemployment assistance, and 
Jews were among these. 

The “ arrogance” of drivers was due to the fact that the 
petrol allowance was only three gallons a day, and by 
11 o'clock at night it was generally used up. Fares could 
not therefore be as freely accepted as drivers wished. 

The allegation that there were more Jewish taxi-drivers 
now than before the war was described as ridiculous. 
Since the outbreak of war, the police had not granted any 
licences, and there were therefore no new drivers. 


MR. HUGH ROSS WILLIAMSON 


Addressing a Fascist meeting in Poole last week, Mr. 
Hugh. Ross Williamson, ex-member of the Labour Party 
and a former Parliamentary candidate, declared that the 
reason why the Labour Party supported the Government's 
war policy was that “Jewish influence” in the Left Press 
was powerful. Before the rise of the Nazis, he said, Jewish 
journalists in Germany had attacked their own country and 
given England a false impression of what was happening 
there. Mr. Williamson urged union among Fascists, Pacifists, 
and Communists. 

Another speaker, Miss Hayes, described as a member of 
the B.U.F., attacked “ Jewish finance.” 

Mr. Williamson was one of the signatories of the mani- 


‘ festo issued by the British Council for Christian Settlement 


in Europe (Secretary, Mr. John Beckett), and has fre- 
quently contributed to ACTION. 


On a charge of psing insulting words at a B.U.F. meeting 
at Ridley Road, Dalston, last week, Frederick Young (40), of 
Walthamstow, was sentenced at the North London Police Court 
to one month’s imprisonment. In his speech he referred to 
Jews as “ filthy Oriental vultures’ and said they were not 
serving at the Front. 


TWO FIGHTERS FOR HUMAN RIGHTS 


Mr. Frederick Ost, a Czech refugee, gave a lecture at 
Friends House, Euston Road, N.W., last week on “ Lessing 
and Vrehlicky,”’ the German and Czech dramatists, both 
of whom, to use his own words, were always fighters for 
the ideals of humanity. The lecture was held in connection 
with the Friends Service Council, International Student Club. 

In Lessing’s last play, “ Nathan the Wise,” he expressed 
his credo of .the fraternisation of all mankind. The 
religious and social ideas of this work had (Ja tremendous 
influence on the 19th century, said Mr. Ost. Lessing was 
the first to say publicly and fearlessly that religion and 
races should live in peace with one another. YVrehlicky 
was Lessings Czech counterpart, and his play “ Rabbi 
Loew” voiced the same ideals. 

Humanism, Mr. Ost concluded, had broken down in our 
time. The Germans rejected “ Nathan” and the Czech 
people forgot “ Rabbi Loew.” The last few years had shown 
that humanism on paper was not enough. What was needed 
was a broad front of progressive intellectuals and working 
people creating an active programme of solidarity on the 
basis that all men were alike.

ATTITUDE TO FINLAND 


Can the Jews afford to antagonise Soviet Russia? 
The question was debated the other day by a number of 
leading Jewish writers in the New York Too in con. 
nection with Finland. The question js, of course 
academic, because the Jews cannot do much one way or 
the other, but it is nevertheless interesting. 

In the discussion, one writer was of the opinion that from 
a purely Jewish point of view Jews ought to exercise caution 
They could not do better than emulate the stand of the 
Vatican, which, having interests throughout the world 
remained neutral as far as the Finnish war was concerned. 

A different view was taken by the editor of the Toc 
He defined the Jewish standpoint chiefly in terms of national 
and international morality. The Jews as a minority he 
pointed out, could survive only in a world in which justice 
and fair play were the ruling forces. Abolish justice and 
fair play and it would be the end of the last Jew. There- 
fore, apart from any other consideration, it was in the 
interests Of the Jewish people to help in the tnumph of 
justice and fair play everywhere If. therefore. the, 
admitted that justice was on the side of Finland. they had 
no option but to rally to the cause of the Finnish people 


For the struggle of the Finnish masses against aggression - 


was but a part of the great struggle in which thev were 
involved: the struggle for justice and fairness. 

As to the warning for caution. the writer agreed that it 
was always timely, but even self-interest demanded that the. 
ne unequivocally on the side of the weak and the oppressed. 
How could they appeal for sympathy and aid for their own 
just cause if they denied their own sympathy and help to 
those who were fighting agamst injustice”?

MISSIONARIES AND WAR REFUGEES 


The Bucharest correspondent of the CANADIAN 
(Montreal) says that the terrible plight of the Jews in 
Eastern Europe is being exploited by missionaries. 

Every means, he writes, is being used by the missionaries 
to capture the souls of the tortured and starved Jewish 
refugees who have escaped from Poland. He describes how 
scores Of Jews who fled from Poland have been taken over 
by missionaries and are being kept in a number of estab 
lishments not far from Czernowitz, where atiempts are being 
made to convert them to Christianity. Some of the mission 
aries, it appears, who were formerly active in Warsaw. have 
now found a wide field for their labours, which are seeming! 
supported by many Christian institutions 

While the older Jews are perfectly able to withstand the 
temptation of the missionaries, continues the writer, there 
is a growing danger of the younger Jews falling victims to 
these soul-snatchers. Jewish parents are alarmed because 
many of their children have been taken away on the pretence 
of being féd and cared for, but, as ‘transpires later, have 
subsequently been sent to various religious centres

Investments and Securities 


While railway stocks have again been active during 
the past week, they have not monopolised attention in 
markets to quite the same extent as previously, and 
there has been some widening of interest in other 
sections. 

Gilt-edged stocks have presented a firm appearance, 
while there have been a number of features among 
industrial issues. Textiles have been notably strong on 
the excellent results published by several companies 
in the industry for 1939 and in anticipation of further 
dividend statements, including that of Courtaulds, Ltd. 

Investment demand has again been seen for tobacco 
issues, and there has been greater activity in iron and 
steel and heavy industry shares, particularly in ship- 
building companies. 

An important event was the decision of the Treasury 
to take over British holdings of a number of leading 
American securities as a further step in mobilising 
the country’s overseas resources. The strength of home 
investment markets is attributed partly to advance 
inquiries for reinvestment of the funds arising from this 
transaction. 


NATIONAL SAVINGS PROGRESS 


The faith of the Government in the readiness of the 
people to “ save their way to victory ~ has, been justified 
by the success of the National Savings campaign, which 
was started on November 22 last. In twelve weeks, 
the total invested amounts to £86,316,000, of which 
£4?7.550,000 is in Savings Certificates and £43,766,000 
in National Defence: Bonds. 

At.this rate of a little over £7,000,000 a week, the 
total for the first quarter of the year will fall little 
short of the round figure of £100,000,000. — Indeed, 
but for the Christmas-time lull and January tax 
demands, that total might have been reached 

It is an impressive figure for voluntary saving, and 1s, 
it may be noted, almost equal to the imitial figure of 
£400,000,000 a year visualised by Mr. J. M. Keynes in 
his plan for compulsory saving in war-time. The 
formation of National Savings groups through the 
country continues on a substantial scale, and the total 
of new groups formed since November 22 Is now 
12.040. 


THE RAILWAY MARKET 


Ihe first of the home railway company reports, that 
of the Great Western, made it clear that speculation as to 
the future of the railways under war conditions will have 
to be based largely on guesswork. Only the .net earnings 
are shown, all information as to receipts and expenses, and 
results of ancillary businesses, being omitted by authority 
of the Ministry of Transport. 

fhe rise in net results and the Great Western ordinary 
dividend of 3} per cent., against 4 per cent., of course 
reflects for 1939 only four months of war. Nevertheless, 
there is much theorising among investors, and some believe 
that in the coming year the railways under the Govern- 
ment agreement may be able to show combined earnings 
of £50,000,000 or more.- It ts on such estimates that 
current speculation in the junior issues is based. Such a 
figure, for instance. would mean earnings approaching 3 
per cent. on Southern deferred stock. 

Meanwhile, it can certainly be assumed that most of the 
prior charge stocks are placed on a sound investment basis 
for the war period, and it is on these, many of which offer 
attractive yields, that the true investor should concentrate 
his attention. 


RAND DEVELOPMENT CHECKED 


One unfortunate result of war has been to check ihe 


development of the Greater Rand, which has been such a ° 


striking feature of South African gold mining in recent 
years. tIhree Far East Rand properties, the Palmietkuil, 
Welgedacht, and Holfonten have now closed down, even 
to ceasing pumping Operations. 

Capital for further development cannot be raised in the 
normal way from shareholders or in the market, and the 
South African Government is unable to grant loans for 
the purpose. In the Far West Rand, the “ West Wits.” 
Company has had to secure cancellation of the mining lease 
of the property, which was to have formed its next 
flotation. 

The situation, of course, has affected prices for 
“ developing’ shares, and even shares of established divi- 
dend payers have suffered, since in some cases they have 
had to be sold to meet losses elsewhere. It must be 
emphasised, however, that the actual position of the estab- 
lished producers is in no way affected. Indeed, sound 
dividend paying Rand gold shares still appear to offer 
excellent investment opportunities. 


COMMERCIAL GAS 


“ A fair beginning with a disastrous ending ” was the way 
in which Mr. Frank H. Jones, Chairman of the Com- 
mercial Gas Co., described the year 1939 as far as the 
Company's business was concerned. Up to July, there had 
been only a slight decrease, about 2 per cent., in gas output, 
due mainly to the mild winter, but in September the drop 
was 2! per cent. 

As regards the outlook, it is encouraging to note that 
gas sales are now not so poor as at one time appeared likely. 
Apart from the cold spell, a number of those evacuated 
from the Company's district have returned, and there is a

Probiems Raised by the War 


UNDERSTANDING REACHED BETWEEN GAS AND 
ELECTRICITY CONCERNS 
MR. F. H. JONES'S ADDRESS 

An ordimary general meeting of the proprictors of the Com- 
mercial Gas Company was held at the Abercorn Rooms, 
Bishopsgate, E.C., on February 15. 

Mr. Frank H. Jones, M.inst.C.E. (the Chairman), who 
presided, said: Ladies and gentlemen,—The purpose of this, my 
annual speech to you, is to place before you an account of 
the progress of the Company during the preceding year. I 
must confess that on this Occasion I have had some difficulty 
in deciding how best to deal with a year in which such violent 
fluctuations in the Company's fortunes have occurred. The 
events following the outbreak of war render the conduct of 
the Company's business during the first cight months of the 
year almost humdrum. 

As far as the gas output is concermed, the year ts divided, 
quite sharply, into two parts—the period up to and including 
July, and the period since then. At the end of July we had 
a slight decrease in the gas output of, approximately, 2 per 
cent. We attribute this decrease primarily to the mild winter, 
and although this was followed by a disappointing summer, the 
weather during the summer was insufficiently severe to promote 
the greater use of gas appliances. [t wil! be clear to you that 
the number otf consumers continues to decrease tor reasons 
beyond our control 

1 will not say more of the workings of the Company during 
this first period of the year. Our experiences then have been 
overshadowed by the upheaval which followed and which gives 
us to-day an outlook so very diflerent trom that of twelve 
months ago. 

REDUCTION IN GAS OUTPLT 

During August the gathering war clouds caused the inevitable 
reaction. . Voluntary economy in the use of gas, retraction of 
business enterprise, and preliminary evacuation all exerted ther 
effect, and we sold .6 per cent. less gas during that month. In 
September the blow fell, and our gas output for the month 
suffered a loss of 21 per cent At the end of the year we 
tind ourselves with a consumption less than that for 1938. by 
7 per cent. A fair beginning with a disastrous ending 

In September, after the outbreak of war. we were mundated 
by a flood of emergency Iegislation of which the Fuel and 
Lighting Order and the War Risks Insurance Act. are two 
typical examples seriously aflecting the gas industry A series 
of representations were made to the Government with regard 
to the former, which resulted first m the ehmination of the 
prepayment consumer trom the consumers affected, then im the 
raising of the permitted ration from 75 per cent. to 100 per 
cent.. and, finally, in the abandonment of fuel rationing 
altogether. We are, however, required to keep the machinery of 
rationing in order and ready for mmmediate use. 

The War Risks Insurance Act bade fair to be a very expensive 
measure to the Company Upon representations being made, 
however, a number of Excepting Orders were torthcoming, with 
the result that whereas the initial lability was at the rate of 
£500 per month our present liability is at the rate of £60 per 
month 

At the very onset of the war we were thus faced with a large 
decrease m the sales ol Rus ind with an expensive msurance 
scheme 

The cost of Civil Defence, too, was of serious Moment owing 
to our having to mamtam a substantial standby stafl 

in these circumstances, tt was apparent to all of us that 
something would have to be done, and done quickly, to maina- 
tam some sort of financial stability 


INCREASED PRICE OF GAS 

The difficulties. of the London Gas Companies were accord- 
ingly placed betore the public by an advertisement which 
appeared in the London newspapers early in November. Alte: 
this, little surprise can have been caused by the general announce- 
ment of an imerease in the price of gas ot 2}d. per therm, which 
was, in the case of this Company, a 25 per cent. mcrease This 
was a very large increase, but we estimated at the time that 
it was msufhicient to maintain our revenues, and the fall in 
the recommended dividend from 44) per cent. to 3 per cent. 
testifies to the accuracy of our estumates. We have hardly 
received a complaint, and | take this to mean that our con- 
sumers appreciate our difhculties and are not anxious to add 
to them { should lke to remind you that. in the House of 

Commons the President of the Board of Trade has stated that

We have not attempted to recoup the whole of the reduction 
m our revenues trom fas only, residuals being eapected to: con- 
tribute their quota Ihus coke has been advanced in price by 
4s. per ton.» An increase considerably greater than 3s. can be 
jusiitied by the London Companies, but it was not found 
possible to reconcile the mecreased costs of the various coke 
supplicrs, and we have had to content ourselves with this 
figure.

The 
brutal and uncivilised attacks on merchant shipping are among 
the worst features of the war, and I should like to pay tribute 
to the calmness and determination of our merchantmen in the 
face of the many dangers which beset them 
There ss one other matter which is of some importance and 
deserves mention. At the time when the representations with 
regard to the Fuel and Lighting Order were being made to 
the Government, joint representation was made by both gas 
and electricity interests. It was strongly suggested then that. 
in the national interest, there should be a truce in the competi- 
tion between gas and electricity undertakings. We took the 
view that such a truce should be of material advantage to both 
industries, but that sales efforts should continue in such a way 
that the other fellow’s toes were not trodden upon. [| am 
happy to say that we have found it possible to work on these 
lines without detriment to our business, and we are in this 
way saving ourselves a good deal of money. | 

The Revenue Account includes a new heading in war expendi- 
ture which is sub-divided into Maintenance of Supply and 
Active Service Allowances. 

The net sum of £9,593 represents the cost of maintaining 
standby staff and is in respect of four months. 

No Government grant is payable in respect of this expendi- 
ture, although the standby squads are for Civil Defence pur- 
poses. It is most difficult to say whether the cost for this 
year will be in proportion, 


The receipts for gas are less than the 1938 receipts by 
£17,000, in spite of the small increase in price which operated 
as from Lady Day and the 25 per cent. increase imposed to meet 
war conditions. 

Residual products show a reduction in revenue of £14,000 
overall, the quantities available for sale being much smaller. 


COST OF A.R.P. AND CIVIL DEFENCE 

The only other items to which I might reasonably call your 
attention concern the remaining expenditure for A.R.P. and 
Civil Defence purposes. : 

Expenditure of a capital mature ranking for Government 
grant, such as air raid shelters, standby plant, duplicate marms, 
valves on district mains, extra stock, interconnection with other 
companies, etc., has been left in suspense. The gross expendi- 
ture was £16,915, £4,081 has been recovered from the Treasury, 
and the sum of £12,834 thus appears in the balance-sheet. An 
estimated amount of £2,968 1s also recoverable from the 
Treasury. 

Other expenditure not ranking for Government grant and 
totalling £5,126 has been charged to the Special Purposes Fund. 
Total war expenditure has thus been £28,032. 

The Revenue Account shows a balance of £110,284, which ts 
£10,000 less than last year. You may feel that the fall in the 
recommended dividend from 4} per cent. to 3 per cent, Is 
unduly severe. 1 would, however, like to remind you that last 
year it was necessary to withdraw from the Reserve Fund to 
meet the dividend, whereas this year we are able to carry 
forward the sum of £7,085. Much as the Directors would have 
preferred to recommend a somewhat higher dividend, we felt 
that this Company must conserve tts resources to meet what- 
ever the future has im store for us 

The actual dividend for the year, if you accept the Directors 
recommendation. will be £3 4s. 7d. per cent., owing to the fact 
that income tax on the interim dividend was deducted at only 
Ss. 6d. mn the ft. 


FACTORS APFECTING CURRENT YEAR 


I am no prophet, but I feel that these observations would not 
be complete without some mention of the factors at present 
known to us as affecting our business tor this year 

We are encouraged by the fact that our gas sales are not so 
poor as appeared likely at one time, and, apart from the 
incidence of the cold spell, the indications are that a number 
of those evacuated from the district have returned and that 
there is a general improvement in confidence. Although this 
may be temporary it must be counted m. our favour. 

On the other hand: we have definite increase in expenditure 
in certain directions. Wages awards, operative from_ the 
beginning of the year, will cost £8,000 annually. There has 
been a further advance of Is. per ton in the price of coal over 
and above what I told you of last year, and this ts expected to 
cost us £9,000 annually Both these increases have occurred 
since the increase in the price of gas of last November. 

In putting these facts before you, I do not wish to. be unduly 
pessimistic. They are facts common to many of the large gas 
undertakings in this country, and they will be faced in the 
spirit in which the industry has faced and solved its difficulties 
in the past 

The report and accounts were adopted 

The other formal business having been duly transacted, the 
proceedings terminated with a cordial vote of thanks to the 
Chairman, Directors, and staff 

At a subsequent extraordinary mecting. the Bill being 
promoted to confer further powers upon the Company and for

IMPERIAL TOBACCO 


LARGER TURNOVER DESPITE TAXATION 


The thirty-eighth ordinary general meeting of the Imperial 
Tobacco Company (tof Great Britain and Ireland), Limited, was 
held on February 20 at Bristol 

The Rt. Hon. Lord Dulverton (the Chairman), in the course 
of his speech, said: The net profit for the year amounted to 
£10.230.150, a decrease of £465,903. It ts proposed to declare 
a final dividend of 74 per cent. and a bonus of 8 per cent., both 
free of income tax, making a total distribution for the year of 
23 per cent., free of income tax. Twice in one year—in addition 
to the common burden of Excess Profits Tax and a higher rate 
of income tax—the tobacco trade has been singled out for extra 
taxation. The additions to the already high rate of tobacco 
duty in April and September, making a total increase of 4s. 
per Ib., or rather more than 40 per cent., would, in normal times 
of peace, have been almost certain to bring about reduced con- 
sumption, but the growing volume of employment and the 
increased. spending power of the public consequent thereon 
enabled the trade to survive these shocks. So much so that for 
the year under review our turnover was greater than ever before. 


PROBLEM OF SUPPLIES 


The figure of stocks at the end of the financial year was 
less than a year ago. The reduction has been brought about 
solely by the decision of our Government—faced as they were 
at that moment of crisis by the imperative necessity of con- 
serving dollars for war purposes—to stop purchases of American 
tobacco on September 8. In recent years, supplies from the 
tobacco-growing countries of the Empire have both increased 
in quantity and improved in quality, and every effort is being 
made to encourage further development in war-time, but even 
so, the supplies from Empire countries are only sufficient to 
make good a small part of the shortage caused by the cessation 
of buying in America. 

There have been references in the Press during the last three 
months to Turkish tobacco and to Trade Agreements between the 
Governments of this country and Turkey and Greece by which 
larger quantities of Oriental tobacco will be imported. We 
shall do our utmost to facilitate the carrying out of any measures 
the Government consider necessary in war-time. Owing to the 
inadequacy of alternative sources of supply, we can never 
become independent of the American market for long. 

QUESTION OF PRICES 

Twice in the last year we have had to increase the wholesale 
and retail prices of all our cigarettes and tobaccos. On each 
occasion the revision was the minimum necessitated by the 
advance in duty and made no allowance for the other costs which 
have already increased and are likely to increase further in war- 
time. Sterling prices of leaf tobacco will undoubtedly be higher, 
freight, insurance, and labour charges, etc., are already much 
heavier, and although {t do not anticipate any change in 
the near future in the prices at which our goods are sold, it is 
obvious that these upward tendencies cannot continue 
without their effect being felt. 

The public demand for our goods is well maintained and I 
feel sure that with our resources, our experience, and our 
tradition of giving the best possible value in our products, the 
smoking public will have every reason to place the fullest con- 
fidence in the brands which bear the name of your Company's 
branches.

TOBACCO PROBLEMS 

The question of raw material supplies for the tobacco 
trade in this country may well present serious problems as 
a result of the prohibition, since September 8 last, of pur- 
chases of American tobacco. This was made clear by Lord 
Dulverton at the annual meeting of the Imperial Tobacco 


0. 

Empire supplies, he pointed out, have improved in both 
quantity and quality but nevertheless are only sufficient to 
make good a small part of the shortage caused by cessation 
of buying in America. The Imperial Company has adequate 
stocks of Virginia tobacco for some time to come, but, said 
Lord Dulverton, we can never be independent of the 
American market for long. 

It is satisfactory to note that turnover last year was greater 
than ever. increased prices being offset by growing employ- 
ment and public spending power. It was emphasised, how- 
ever, that price increases so far reflect only the higher duty 
and make no allowance for increased costs in other direc- 


trons. 
BRITANNIC ASSURANCE 


The directors of the Britannic Assurance Co. are following 
the lead of several other leading insurance companies in 
adopting a conservative dividend policy. The final dividend 
for 1939 is to be 4s. per share tax free against 5s. per share, 
making 45 per cent. tax free against 50 per cent. tax free 
for the year.

Mr. Wilfrid Grantham, in his new play which was 
presented at the Richmond Theatre this. week, has not 
been afraid to handle one of the vilest forms of crime— 
blackmail—with realism.

THE PHILHARMONIC’S FINE 
INSTRUMENTALISTS 


Courtauld-Sargent Concert 


Four horns can make quite a lot of noise when playing 
together. as last week’s Courtauld-Sargent Concert at the 
Queen's Hall proved. In this case the instruments were 
managed by the regular horn-plavers of the London Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra, and the work was Schumann's “ Con- 
certstick ” for four horns and orchestra. An unfamiliar 
work, which I had not heard before, nor do I feel that I 
badly want to hear it again’ It served to remind us that 
Schumann lived a hundred years ago 

Before it we had listened to Bach's Suite in B Minor for 
flute and strings, in which the solo instrument, played by 
Geoffrey Gilbert, occasionally got an opportunity for show- 
ing off, but was more often submerged under the weight 
of the orchestra. Frederick Riddle played the solo part in 
Walton's Viola Concerto, so that the afternoon altogether 
was a demonstration of the fine instrumentalists to be found 
in this orchestra. 


THE SUNDAY “POPS ” 


Another Sunday “ Pop ™ at the Queen's Hall. with Charles 
Hambourg staking his claim still further to the title of 
London's “ Popular” conductor. The afternoon's music 
included a suite for strings by F. J. Nettlefold, given a first 
performance. A pleasant enough work this, in the old style, 
which means plenty of simple construction, pleasant melody, 
and so on. But one doubts whether it will see much 
performance in public, though it might be quite good fun 
for small amateur orchestras to include as a surprise item.
